self, he not only revealed the conspiracy to 
the Prince, but persuaded the leading con­ 
spirators to precipitate the movement and 
execute it in favor of Prince Alexander. It 
is said the Pan-Slavist Committee had the 
backing of Russia in the original scheme. 


Church Sensation—A M urderous R ector. 
P lymouth (Eng.), November 6th.—Rev. 
Stewart Ross, formerly rector of Christ 
Church, Belfast, Ireland, was addressing 
the Plym outh Young Men s Christian So­ 
ciety last evening, when Chas. Joy. a Ca­ 
nadian Emigrant Commissioner, burst into 
the room and shouted, ’ You livpocrite! 
You eloped with my wife!” Ross turned 
pale and tied from the room. The au­ 
dience were surprised and excited, and the 
moment many of them realized what was 
the matter, they became a howling mob, 
and pursued their lecturer for a mile, yell­ 
ing all the time. At this point Ross, who 
was breathless and driven to hay, turned 
suddenly and stabbed two of his most ac­ 
tive pursuers. Others coming up at the 
time, seized and disarmed the murderous 
rector. The police then put in an appear­ 
ance and arrested Ross. 
He was taken 
before a magistrate-to-day, when charges 
were lodged against him, and he was re- 
tuauded for a week without bail. It trans­ 
pired that Ross disappeared from Belfast 
two years ago, leaving a wife and three 
children, eloping with Mrs. Joy, a teacher 
in his Sunday-school. Joy received a let­ 
ter from Ross, saying, 
Your wife has 
undergone malpractice, and you had better 
arrange for obtaining a divorce from her.” 
Mrs. Joy was found in the prisoner’s bulg­ 
ing. and when informed of her paramonris 
arrest, gloried in her connection with the 
“ Lord’s anointed,” 
as she called him. 
She attended Court to-day and sat in a 
brazen m anner throughout the whole pro­ 
ceedings.

L arge W alnut T ree.—The following is 
extracted from the Auburn Herald : 
YY'e have received a sample of English 
walnuts from Ed. H . H onn; grown on a 
mammoth tree on his father’s place, near 
Clipper Gap. They are large, well filled, 
anct of excellent quality. 
The tree on 
which they were grown is 27 years old, and 
a monster in size. 
It has borne for a good 
many years, ranging in product according 
to the season. The largest yearly yield 
thus tar was about sixteen bushels: In 
circumference, a foot and a half from the 
ground, the tree measures six feet; it is 
about forty feet high, and the spread of its 
branches now measures just fifty-six feet. 
This is probably the largest English walnut 
tree in the State, and its growth and pro­ 
ductiveness demonstrates the adaptabtlitv 
of the Sierra foothills for the production of 
that palatable nut.

WONDERS OF MEXICO. 


SWEEPING OUT THE DEVIL AND 
HIS COUNTRY’S HISTORY. 


H y d ra u lic E n g in eerin g —A G eneral 
D ay o f R esu rrectio n —Im m ense 
C ath ed ral—E tc. 


The cathedral at the city of Mexico occu­ 
pies the south side of the square and the 
site of the great idol temple of Montezuma. 
It is 500 feet long by 420 wide, and, unlike 
th e palace, is of splendid proportions. The 
style is Gothic, and that it might be as 
enduring as brass the walls were made sev­ 
eral feet thick. A description of its mag­ 
nificent works of art ami expensive fittings 
would be nothing ; sufficient that it is the 
grandest church edifice in America, and at 
one time threatened to absorb the wealth 
of nations as a tribute to the Divine. In 
the outer wall of this cathedral, near the 
corner, may be seen the famous calendar- 
stone of the Aztecs, called 


MO.VTEZL~M.VS DIAL, 
A large circular mass of porpliyritic stone, 
ten feet in diameter. In the center is a 
hum an head cut in relief, with the tongue 
lolling out, and supposed to be in im nnta- 
tion of the sun. 
Around this head are 
depicled four circles of hieroglyphic figures 
for the computation of the’ division of 
time. 
The civil year was divided into 
eighteen months of twenty days each, and 
to each month was added five intercalendar 
days, while the fractions of hours were 
reckoned at the end of every fifty-two 
years, and in this way the almost inappre­ 
ciable fraction to the exact length of the 
year, as established by the accurate obser­ 
vations of modern scientists, aided by 
modern instrum ents, was almost reached. 
B ut here again we are confronted with the 
anomaly of scientific advance straddled 
with a most sanguinary barbarism. The 
cycle of fiftv-two years was the occasion 
for propitiating the sungod against extin­ 
guishing his fire and light, to which end a 
noble victim was dragged to the top of a 
m ountain, his tongue tom out and his 
body flung upon a roaring bonfire, from 
which 
new fires are set 
blazing all 
over the country. The priests had a cal­ 
endar for their church use, grounded upon 
astrology, of which they were professors 
and fully up with the Chaldeans. 


TH E CALENDAR STONE, 
Of which they were the authors, attests the 
accuracy of their stellar observations, it is 
to be observed that their calendar corre­ 
sponded with that of the Egyptians, their 
year commencing on the 2Gtii of February, 
the same that was fixed for the beginning 
of the Egyptian year, 747 years before the 
birth of Christ. 
This wonderful coinci­ 
dence furnishes another clear case of quien 
sabe, the illumination of which would 
prove of far greater ethnical value than the 
excavation of bnried cities with written 
histories, such as Trov, Pompeii and H er­ 
culaneum. 
Indeed, the little attention paid 
to the study of the calendar stone and the 
great profusion of Aztec hieroglyphics to be 
found in the palace museum, is a reflection 
on our antiquarians’ usefulness, if not their 
skill, when one cannot help believing that, 
were they cipher telegrams bearing upon 
an im portant political contest, the mystery 
would be cleared up bv a committee of 
Congress. In the matter of 


MEXICAN MYTHOLOGY, 
The origin from which all terrestrial deities 
can be traced, is found in the figure of 
Coati, or the first woman, corresponding in 
her characteristic of bringing death upon 
m ankind with our Mother Eve. She was 
worshiped in a part of the temple called 
Atlántico, reveahng a large figure in the 
earth, and was bountifully supplied with 
hands, as symbols of the earth's creative 
power. 
On her waist-belt was a skull 
ornam ent, representing the deity of death 
Which was supposed to receive the bodies* 
of the dead and preserve them to a day of 
general resurrection. 
Many deities were 
ilcscejidcd from Jter, and a woman was 
sacrificed to her annually in a recess called 
the “place of snakes.” for the purpose of 
moderating sin. The old habitation of the 
gods is observed 
in 
the 
remains at 
Teotbuaean of two pyramids which were 
dedicated to the sun and moon, and, 
though partially destroyed, vet preserve 
their main outlines. One of then contains 
an apartm ent supposed to have been de­ 
signed as 


A RECEPTACLE FOR SACRED ASHES 
Of chief or sacrifice, and on the sum mit of 
the larger once stood a temple enshrining 
a statue of the sun, with a plate of bur­ 
nished gold ami silver in its breast to re­ 
flect the rays of the bright divinity. This 
statue was destroyed at. the beginning of 
the present century by Bishop Zumarragn, 
whose broom swept cleaner in the destruc­ 
tion of Aztec monum ents than the hand of 
time or an Illinois tornado. Around these 
pyramids once stretched a city twenty 
miles in circumference, very slight vestiges 
of which arc now to be seen, except where 
the cutter of a passing nlow or the snout 
of a razor-backed hog roots tin the head of j 
a,, mo.. Tn« J'OltCCs. tVO i t t .InfvOUCd ‘ 
built this city, framed its religion and 
molded its idols; but who the Toltecs 
were, whence they came, and what became 
of them, only little is¡ known, and that 
little only resting on the gtttafidwCr* of 
d?Tptílár legends. 
Another spot of extraor­ 
dinary historic interest is the site of the 
once famous city of Cholnla, which was 
said to coniain upward of 20,000 houses 
w ithin the corporation limits, always de­ 
fined by walls. 
It was here that 


THE FAIR-HAIRED GOD, QCETZALCOATT, 
Before referred to. spent twenty years in­ 
structing the people in ways of righteous­ 
ness and morality. 
A pyramid 177 feet 
high, and 1,423 long, and surmounted with 
his statue, was erected to his honor, and 
visited annually by pilgrims. 
The city 
was thronged with priests, and the temple 
of the fair god stained annually wiih the 
blood of about i>,000 victims. In this city 
Cortes is said to have massacred 0.000 of 
the leading personages who had come to 
greet him a- friends, but, as he was led to 
believe, with a treacherous intent. 
The ancient capital was destroyed by the 
Spaniards, and Cortes made a very great 
m istake in founding the present city on the 
ruins of the old one. H e should have se­ 
lected a loftier location, such as may be had 
about six miles farther west. The great 
problem is the subject of drainage, and it 
has formed a subject for investigation by 
the ablest minds in the country since the 
tim e of the conquest. As early as I1 ¡07 the 
Viceroy attempted the artificial drainage 
of the lakes by constructing a tunnel, which 
lias been considered one of the greatest 
feats in 
HYDRAULIC ENGINEERING 
That was ever undertaken. The plan em­ 
braced the 
construction 
of a 
gallery 
through the hill called Nochistongo, the 
lowest of the great m ountain wall bound­ 
ing the valley of Mexico on the north. 
Enrique Martinez was detailed to organize 
and carry out the plan of work. The 
Viceroy applied the first pickaxe and 15,000 
Indians followed suit. After eleven months 
continued labor, during which m any In ­ 
dians perished from harsh treatment, the 
funnel, four miles long, eleven and a half 
feet wide and fourteen feet high, was com­ 
pleted, and the water came rushing through 
it with a mighty roar, September 17, 
A . I). 300?. But it had hardly begun to 
flow toward the gulf of Mexico until the 
canal was found to be too small. Different 
remedies were tried, various plans for en­ 
larging the canal were discussed; distin­ 
guished engineers differed on all these 
questions; the constant falling of earth was 
stifling up the gallery, and, finally, a new 
Viceroy ordered the aqueduct closed up, 
and resorted to the old Indian plan of 
dikes to confine the water to the lakes. 
Martinez, as the result of his failure, was 
committed to prison. Years after, unusu­ 
ally heavy rains falling, the city was in­ 
undated and remained flooded for five 
years, from 1629 to [1634. Much distress 
followed, many houses tumbled, the valley 
was shaken by heavy and frequent earth­ 
quakes, and the Crown became provident­ 
ially convinced that 


MARTINEZ WAS TH E ONLY MAN 
"Who could rescue the valley from th e ele­ 
ments. H e was accordingly set at liberty, 
w ith orders to enlarge the tunnel, hut in 
1637 anew Viceroy put the projectin charge 
of Saint Francis, and it was decided to 
abandon the tunnel in favor of an immense 
cut through the mountain, from 262 to 328 


feet wide, with a perpendicular hight of 
from 31 to 164 feet. The monks retained 
control of the work for forty years, when 
Martin del Solis, a lawyer, obtained from 
the court of Madrid the administration of 
the great project, but he proved incompe­ 
tent for such a gigantic undertaking. For 
the completion of the work, constantly 
obstructed by the falling of loose earth, 
two centuries would have been required, 
while the plans of Martinez might have 
been carried out in a few years. The work 
proceeded by fits and starts, being pushed 
with energy in wet seasons and wholly 
neglected in dry ones; millions of dollars 
Sowed into the chasm from the Spanish 
treasury. The Government at length hesi­ 
tated between the cut and the Aztec dikes, 
and the project was not completed until 
1789. There are other stupendous works 
connected with this canal worthy of note, 
such as the stone dikes between Zumpayo 
and San Christoval, between the latter and 
Tezeuco, 
ami the great canal 
which 
empties the waters of the Guatillan into 
the river Tula.—[Correspondent Galveston 
News.

P u r e L i n e E n g r a v i n g , 
The production of pure line engravings, 
such as those of Raphael Morghen. is now 
almost wholly a thing of the past. Though 
a num ber of highly trained engravers are 
still constantly employed to engrave 011 
copper in the old methods at the Calcograda 
Regia, in Rome, yet this is done with the 
help of a large Government subsidy, and 


the art is thus kept alive in a purely arti­ 
ficial way. The tnith is that the liking for 
this once popular style of engraving has 
passed away, and not altogether without 
reason. The engravings of even such a 
master of the burin as Raphael Morgbeu 
are usually dull and lifeless. 
They give 
us nothing but the dry bones o"f the 
picture; there is absolutely no indica­ 
tion of color, little 
or no rendering 
of texture, and not the slightest attempt 
even to suggest the special 
handling 
of each master. 
A painting by Mu- 
rille in his vaporoso manner, and one 
by Guercino, with his hard touch and 
gaudy color, appear of sim ilar style in one 
of these line engravings. And this is not 
owing to any failure 011 the part of the 
engraver, hut because he aimed at nothing 
more than to give a correct outline, and to 
some extent the light and shade of a pic­ 
ture; all other qualities were carelully 
abstracted, and the engraver worked, not 
from the picture itself, hut from some 
laborious drawing, in which all suggestion 
of color was rigidly omitted. 
In most 
cases this transcript of the picture was not 
made by the engraver himself, and thus a 
double source of error arose ; and the en­ 
graving. even in its mere outline, had 
much less spirit aDd vigor than it would 
have had if the contract between the en­ 
graver and the painting he was seeking to 
reproduce hud been closer. 
In the engrav­ 
ings of Marc Antonio Raimondi—the father 
of the Italian school of pure line work— 
there is the same absence of color, hut 110 
lack of spirit.—[The Academy.

If you suffer from rheum atism—and 
every one would seem to do so now—get in 
this winter a store of pine wool hosiery. 
This flannel is sold by the yard, and can be 
made up into undergarm ents,and there is 
an additionally heavy make weli suited to 
cold weather, but there are also all kinds 
of 
underclothing—petticoats, 
kneecaps, 
chest protectors, shoes, soles, mittens, cuffs, 
etc.—ready to be put on. A new and good 
notion is a perforated chamois leather vest 
covered with pine wool flannel, an excel­ 
lent safeguard against east winds, damp 
and chill, especially to be recommended to 
those who have delicate chests or any in­ 
clination to consumption. A Frenchwoman 
has brought to England a novelty in cor­ 
sets—they have no bones, only coarse hoars' 
hair, run ¡11 all over, giving sufficient sub­ 
stance and support without pressure. They 
have had a great success in Paris. 
It is certain that the Princess of Wales 
leads, more than any one else, English 
fashions; and striking evidence of this will 
be given during the autum n. Most people 
are now familiar with the photograph of 
H er Royal Highness in the academic robe 
she wore, during her recent visit to Ire- 
laud, when the degree of Doctor of Music 
was conferred 011 her by the Royal Univer­ 
sity of Ireland. The gown.with full sleeves 
of white satin lined with crimson satin, 
with its academic hood oí the same mate­ 
rial.-, is completed with a piquant velvet 
college cap. with gold tassels. So well did 
the Princess look in this attire that London 
miPiners determined at once to make col­ 
lege caps a feature. Immense numbers 
have been prepared, and they are made in 
every variety of material, velvet taking the 
lead, and we have even seen them made to 
match autum n and winter costumes, and 
trimmed with beads and bugles. 
i’wo fashions of by-gone years are again 
reviving, viz., long circular cloaks and 
Garibaldi bodices. The former are called 
now “ Irish cloaks.” They are quite round 
and slightly gathered at the throat, which 
causes them to fall in full folds. They are 
made of either blue cloth or serge, and 
lined with red silk; they have a circular 
hood, all blue cloth.—[Paris Letter, in Cas­ 
sell's Family Magazine for November. 


A W o r d to W o r k in g m e n .— Dr. Lyman 
Abbott contributes to the November’ Cen­ 
tury an article on tiie labor problem, en­ 
titled " Danger Ahead.” in which he says . 
“ I wish I had the ear of the working­ 
men's organizations. 
I would put these 
figures before them, and then 1 would ad­ 
dress them in some such terms as the fol­ 
lowing : 
Do you not see the fatal defect of 
all your organizations? You combine only 
that you may not work. In one sum mer’s 
telegraphic sti ike you spent $400,000 for the 
right to be idle. 
Why did you not expend 
it fo r the right to be independent? H alf a 
million dollars, plus all the best telegraphic 
talent in the United .States, with the sym­ 
pathies of the nation as a reserve, combined 
to establish postal telegraphy, m ight have 
given you success instead of failure. Strike, 
not for better wages in servitude, hut for 
independence. Organize not to be idle, but 
to he busy. Combine not against your em­ 
ployers, out that you may employ your­ 
selves. Y*ou battle not fur the right to 
labor, but for the right not to labor ; it is a 
barren, fruitless right not worth fighting 
for. 
Victory is as bad as defeat. For com­ 
bination put co-operation ; 
for few hours 
and fair wages put independence: for a 
right to be idle put power to work. Make 
yourselves capitalists, combine your capital 
with your industry, and add to it by your 
credit, and so become your own masters.” 


A B ig T o r t o is e.—The discoverer of the 
gigantic extinct sea-ttirtle found near Fort 
Wallace, in western Kansas, first observed 
the large bony shields projecting from a 
bluff near Butte creek. They were care­ 
fully taken out and brought to Philadel­ 
phia. where the restoration was made. The 
fore flippers alone were nearly live feet 
long, while its expanse from the tip of one 
extended flipper to another was about 
seventeen feet. The question may arise, 
how did this sca-turtle become buried in a 
bluff in the State of Kansas? A natural 
supposition would he that Kansas is the 
bed of a former ocean, and so it is. Ages 
ago. in what is called by geologists the 
cretaceous period, that part of the world 
was the bed of a great, sea, in which the 
great turtle swam, together with other 
monsters o f curious shape and appearance. 
Gradually the crust of the earth was raised, 
and water fell back, or became inclosed, 
and left the Inhabitants of the cretaceous 
sea high and dry, to be covered by the earth 
and preserved tor us to study ages after­ 
ward. The shores of this ancient ocean are 
easily found and followed by geologists, 
its extent has been traced on our western 
plains by the bleaching and disintegrating 
remains that have been found, upon and 
beneath the surface.—[St. Nicholas. 


T a r e s t i n k W o o l.—The Tarentine wool 
has been praised by many classical writers. 
Varro speaks of its softness, while Strabo 
praises its luster ; Pliny, Horace and Mar­ 
tial all laud it, and Columella describes th e1 
great cafe taken of the sheep. They were 
never allowed to graze with their heads 
turned toward the sun, for fear of blind­ 
ness, or let out while the dew was 011 the 
grass. Their wool was washed with wine, 
oiled and combed, and then covered with a 
cloth. The breed had degenerated in the 
time of Queen Joan II., who in 3415 issued 
an edict to relieve the guild of wool m anu­ 
facturers from m any imports and taxes, in 
order to improve the quality of t he produce. 
The sheep now seen in Apulia are small, 
and give but little wool. They are almost 
universally black, with curiously brilliant 
yellow eyes, and agile as deer —[Macmil­ 
lan's Magazine. 


T ea-rai si no 
in America.—W hen Mr. 
LeDuc tilled the position of Commissioner 
of Agriculture, the newspapers used to 
make merry at his expense over what they 
called his tea-culture hobby. These same 
papers, perhaps, will he surprised to lean) 
that the bureau is still conducting the same 
work and that there is a steady demand for 
tea plants. 
Experiments 
have demon- 
strnted that tea can be raised in this coun­ 
try, although the time may be far distant 
when the business will become profitable. 
The ptocres of picking the leaves and cur­ 
ing them is a tedious one, and we cannot 
compete in this direction with the cheap 
labor of China. Thu3 it is only a question 
of labor which restricts our tea crop, but 
many families throughout the South raise 
tea for their own use, and the number is on 
the increase.—[Toledo Blade.

AGRICULTURAL AND HORTICULT­ 
URAL TOPICS AND HINTS. 


C o-operative F r u it S h ip m en ts — The 
P ou ltry B u sin ess—A lfalfa for P ork 
—O rigin o f th e C ereal G rains. 


The rain, which has finally commenced 
to come to us, has already been sufficient to 
he of great value to summer-fallow sown 
lands, and the winter work of farmers is 
already in hand. 
If the rain should con­ 
tinue sufficient, within a few days, to give, 
say three inches, of rainfall, plowing would 
be engaged in very generally, and a decided 
relief would be experienced on the part of 
a numerous class of iarni hands and labor­ 
ers, who have been compelled to idleness by 
the fact that the long-continued drought had 
rendered most kinds of farm work far more 
impossible at this time of year than usual. 
This, it is to he hoped, will now soon he a 
m atter of the past. Gocid rains now will 
soon brighten the prospects for better times 
very materially. 


NEWCASTLE CO-OPERATIVE FRUIT COMPANY 
In a letter to the Rural Press, J. F. Farns­ 
worth, manager of one of the Co-operative 
Fruit Companies at Newcastle, says : I note 
with interest the discussion of co-operative 
fruit shipments, and as I have had one full 
year’s experience in that line, and have 
made a success of our branch of the co­ 
operative plan, I like to see others’ opinion 
of the matter. I can say this for our busi­ 
ness, that we started here last January witii 
15 of the largest growers around this sec­ 
tion. 
They were dissatisfied with the 
treatm ent of the dealers here and thought 
they had not been well used, and made up 
their minds that they would try selling 
their own fruits. 
It is im portant to re­ 
member that there had not been a full car­ 
load of fruit ever shipped from this point, 
and yet they had plenty of fruit. 
We have 
shipped through the season 58 full carloads 
of fruit from our house as through freight, 
and fully 30 carloads local freight and ex­ 
press. Our 15 members have received from 
10 to 25 cents per box more for their fruit 
than in any other part of the State. They 
are all well pleased, and we have a nice 
little nest-egg for the company to start with 
another season. 
This was done by hearty co-operation. 
I 
have managed the’ business to the best of 
my ability, but it is nothing more than a 
State institution of the same kind could lie 
managed ; and m y ideas are that thegrow- 
ers of the State will, in time, come to­ 
gether and form just such an institution as 
we have here, and make it pay.doingawav 
with the middlemen almost entirely, anil 
manage their own business both here and 
111 the East. 
Our laws are very’ simple. We trust 
mostly to our own good judgment, and do 
not tie ourselves down to laws and rules. 
Too much law is not good. Each member 
of our company was a Director, yet but few 
of them availed themselves of the privilege 
of attending the meetings of the Directors. 
We started without one dollar of capital, 
and the company has not been cailcd upon 
to raise a dollar to run our business, and 
yet all hills have been paid within thirtv 
days of making them. 
From the day we 
commenced shipping we have paid our 
running expenses out of the business, and 
1 believe that a State institution can be run 
just as well as we have managed ours. 
1^ will simply say tins : that the more 
fruit can be concentrated, the better it ¡ in 
he handled, for had we a State institution, 
no m an’s fruit would come in competition 
with his neighbor’s, for each carload could 
he placed just where it was wanted the 
most, and where it would sell for the most 
money. But this can oulv be done bv 
strong co-' per at ion. Otir plan has worked 
so well hen- that a majority of the growers 
ol this section wish to come in with us for 
another season’s work, and in time I be­ 
lieve that every grower here will wish to 
be With us. The experience of a State Co­ 
operative Fruit Company would be pretty 
much the same. 


THE CATAWBA GRAPE. 
The Catawba grape was formerly a great 
favorite at the East, especially ibr wine 
purposes. Of late years it has fared poorly, 
however, and the Cincinnati Commercial 
Gazette thus referjLto its decadence: 
The rich, fnutvTiouquet of the Catawba 
grape “nimbly commends itself to our 
gentle senses” at every fruit-stand now, for 
the harvest of native grapes is ended, and 
luscious hunches reward the cultivator. It 
is a sad fact, however, that the Catawba has 
almost entirely disappeared from this lati­ 
tude, not only through a mysterious blight 
that intervenes between the green stage of 
the berry and its ripening, but also because 
Catawba cuitare has ceased to pay. The 
only persistently-kept vineyard near this 
city is owned by Mr. Lewis’ Hoffman, the 
well-known vintner and wine presser, at 
Delhi. 
It consists of four acres, planted in 
1861, twenty-two hundred vines to the acre. 
This little vineyard is kept scrupulously 
free from every other growth, but the vines 
of these are constantly tended by an ex­ 
perienced cultivator. 
The first crop was realized in 1865, and 
ever since then from live hundred to fifteen 
hundred gallons per year of Catawba wine 
rewarded the vintner. This year the har­ 
vest is only two-thirds of half a crop, or 
about six hundred gallons, which is a fair 
yield considering the unfavorable season. 
The latter was owing to the uniformly cool 
weather of the past sum mer and early fall. 
A hot year isa good grape year, everything 
else considered. 


NATURE OUT OF JOINT. 
W hat under the sun is the matter with 
the fruit trees this fall ? Blums and prunes 
are out in full bloom again after raising a 
heavy crop, which has been gathered ; and 
even the steady old apple trees, now break- . 
ing down with their enormous loads of i 
fruits, are putting out bloom by the thou- J 
sand. 
Is it possible that the orchards arc ! 
forgetting the regular run of the seasons, I 
or have the laws of nature been repealed? . 
[Santa Ana Standard. 
We haven’t looked up the records, but ! 
perhaps the last California Legislature 
tacked a little joker to the end of some of 1 
the hills passed by that body, repealing i 
some of the laws of nature. If so. that wit! | 
account for it.—[I’rcss and Horticulturist. 


ORIGIN OF THE CEREAL GRAINS. 
Professor Grant Allen, in an article on 
the.” Pedigree of W heat," in Popular Sci­ 
ence, says : “ W heat ranks by origin as a 
degenerate and degraded lily. Such in 
brief is the proposition which this paper 
sets out to prove, and which the whole 
course of evolutionary botany tends every 
day more and more fully to confirm. 
By 
thus from the very outset placing clearly 
before our eyes the goal of our argument, 
we shall he able the better to understand 
as we go w hither each item of the cumu­ 
lative evidence is really worth tending. 
We m ust endeavor to start with the sim­ 
plest forms of the great group of plants 
to which the cereals and other grasses 
belong, and m ust try to see by what 
steps the primitive type gave birth first 
to brilliantly colored lilies, next io the 
degraded rushes and sedges, and then to 
the still more degenerate grasses, from 
one or another of whose richer grains man 
has finally developed bi3 w lcat, his rice, 
his millet and his barley. We shall thus 
trace throughout the whole pedigree of 
wheat from the time when its ancestors 
first diverged from the common stock of 
the lilies and the water plantains, to the 
tim e when savage man found it crowing 
wild among the úntilled plains of the pre­ 
historic Asia, and took it under his special 
protection in the little garden plots around 
Lis wattled hut. whence it has gradually 
altered under his constant selection into 
the golden grain that now covers half the 
lowland tiíth of Europe and America. 
There is no page in botanical history more 
full of genuine romance than this; and 
there is 1 o page in which the evidence is 
clearer o. .more convincing for those who 
will taki 
the easy trouble to read it 
aright.” 


SKILL NEEDED IN THE TOCLTRY 
BUSINESS. 
W hy is it some persons are prone to jest 
about anybody who is engaged in rearing 
poultry or pets, we cannot imagine, for we 
always think the business does not elevate 
or degrade the m an,but the man elevates or 
degrades the business just so far as he may 
use good or bad means in the furtherance 
of his designs and desires. As far as mere 
business is concerned, a peddler is no worse 
than the merchant from whom be buy3 


his wares, only one is a vender bv retail 
while the other sells in quantity. 
So it is 
in the hiatter of breeding stock. 
A poul- 
tryman who, by a due exercise of brains, 
energy, perseverance and experience, suc­ 
ceeds in raising choice fowls, is to be as 
much congratulated as he who raises fine 
horses, cattle or sheep by the exercise of 
the same faculties. 
To raise fine poultry 
and understand it thoroughly demands 
more skill than raising cattle or sheep does, 
that is all. 
Not only is there a vast am ount of money 
invested in the breeding of fancy poultry 
in this country, but in the ranks of poultry 
dealers can be found some of the best 
minds for our land ; and these breeders 
show by their continued success in each 
year, in solid cash, too, that brain work has 
been and is appreciated. These cavaliers 
are a hindrance to thecom m unity in which 
they live, though they would have us con­ 
sider, if they but could, that no other occu 
nation but theirs is the “ high-toned ” one. 
in such pretenders it is evident tiiat shal­ 
lowness, sham and deceit rule supreme, 
requiring but tim e to reveal 
it.—[The 
Patron. 
ALFALFA FOR l'OKK. 
The Kansas State Agricultural College 
has been engaged 111 an experiment con­ 
ducted for the purpose of determining the 
value of alfalfa as food for hogs. It is said 
to form an excellent pasturage for hogs, 
and furnished a feed that is liked. It is 
claimed for it that the quality of the flesh 
produced by this green food is really worth 
more, pound for pound, than that pro­ 
duced by the grains. 
It is believed that an 
acre of alfalfa, fpd off in its growing state 
to bogs, will produce more pork than can 
be produced from an acre of grain requir­ 
ing much labor in production. 
But the 
most im portant question was really left 
undetermined, viz : whether alfalfa is suf­ 
ficient feed for fattening hogs. This is of 
most importance and will perhaps be ex­ 
perimented upon in the future. Connecti­ 
cut farmers have not been given to pastur­ 
ing hogs in late years as was the case when 
the highways were used for pasturage, hut 
it it should bedetermined that pork can not 
only be grown, hut fattened, upon alfala. 
a new impetus can be given to pork rais­ 
ing.—[New England Farmer.

“ I don't sec no sense in it nohow.” It 
v « s the older of two stalw art “ cow-i>unch- 
crs” that delivered this oracular statement. 
In private life he was once probably Mr. 
.-smith or Mr. Jones, but this m ust have 
been in days which were prehistoric as far 
as his fellows in the cuttle country were 
concerned. To them he was, and had al­ 
ways been, “ Broncho S a m a n d old Bill 
Kensett, up on the Divide, whose age was 
beyond mortal ken, and who was a stal­ 
wart man when he trapped with Buxton 
and traded with St. Vrain, was on record 
as saying that he ” allowed that when thet 
tbar youngster come from the States he 
hedn't no other nam e than ‘ Broncho 
S am .'" That settled it. 
"T h et tliar youngster 
>.va3 a relative 
certainiy, not a positive, characterization; 
fur Broncho Sam was a veteran, and he 
looked it as he sat on a rude bench, outside 
the ruder her cabin, and facing the west. 
To an Eastern eye his surroundings were 
tlie abomination of desolation. The cabin 
stood in a narrow vallev, near the bed, al­ 
m ost dry, of what m ight he a stream.

Sam uttered art unintelligible grunt. 
It 
could not have been one of entire dissatis­ 
faction, for something like a smile showed 
itself on his rugged features, and was 
plainly visible as lie looked up and saw 
Jack Reynolds standing in the doorway. 
A handsome young fellow was he, and a 
general favorite in all the region lor fifty 
miles round. 
Ever since he came out 
from Chicago - whence the doctor sent him 
after a long illness—he had added as stead­ 
ily to his list of friends as to the hardness 
ol his muscles, the color in his cheek, and 
the figure at which he turned the scale.

Three miles above the ranch where Jack 
lived was another, of rather better charac­ 
ter as regarded its buildings, which stood 
close to the bed uf the creek. 
It belonged 
to a man named Simpson. Most people 
liked him ; few knew him well. There 
was a vague impression abroad that Simp­ 
son had a history, and that his ownership 
o: a Western ranch was but an episode in a 
life far different from that to which his 
neighbors had been bom ; but there was 
that about him which repelled inquisitive­ 
ness 
His cattle were numerous and in 
good condition ; he was active and efficient 
m the round-up, but his patronage ol the 
Arcade saloon was the scantiest, and he 
was somewhat eccentric- in the making up 
of what in another and inore formal state 
of society would have been a visiting list.

No-n.i; C o o k ie s .— One cup o f butter, o n e 
of milk, two of sugar, half a teaspoonful of 
bicarbonate of soda, half a teaspo nful of 
cinnamon or nutmeg, with Hour enough to 
roll. 


M u f f i n s .— One quart of flour, one tea­ 
spoonful of soda, two teaspoonfuls of cream 
of tartar, half cup of melted butter, two 
beaten eggs, a pinch of salt., one pint ol 
m ilk ; add the butter last: fill the hot but­ 
tered rings und hake. 


H a s t y Cud P u d d in g .—Beat four spoon­ 
fuls of ttour with a pint of milk and four 
eggs to a good hatter, nutmeg and sugar to 
taste; butter the teacups, till them three 
parts full and send them to the oven. W ill 
bake in a quarter of an hour. 


C o f f e e C a k e .—One cup of molasses, half 
cup of sugar, and one teaspoon of soda dis­ 
solved in one cup ol strong liquid coll'ee : 
one cup of butter, five cups of flour, one cup 
of raisins chopped, one nutmeg, one tea­ 
spoon each of cloves and cinnamon.

Dissolve a cup of sugar in a pint of cider, 
and baste tiie ham frequently while bak­ 
ing. 
If the eider is very sweet, use less su­ 
gar. 


S o f t C o o k ie s .—Take one coffee-cup of 
butter, three of sugar, one of thick cream 
and four eggs ; m ix the butter and sugar, 
then add the eggs and the crcant. Take a 
pint of sifted Hour and a teaspoonful of 
soda ; mix well and stir in the other ingre­ 
dients. sufficient of it to make the paste or 
dough stiff enough to roll o u t: cut in 
squares, impress with a fancy mold and 
bake in a slow oven. 


Mp.s. I .in i'o l n 's L em o n J e l l y . — Take half 
a box of gelatine, one scant cup of cold wa­ 
ter. one pint of boiling water, one cup of 
sugar, half a (large) cup of lemon juice, one 
square inch stick of cinnamon. Soak the 
gelatiiiC' in cold water till suit. Shave the 
lemon rind thin, using none of the white. 
.Sleep it with the cinnamon in the pint of 
boiling water ten minutes, then add the 
soaked gelatine, sugar and lemon juice, and 
when dissolved strain. 
< iTRON Cakb.—Six eggs, beaten light and 
the yelks strained, two cups of sugar, three- 
quarters cup of butter, two and one half 
cups of prepared flour, or enough to make 
a pound-cake batter. 
W ith some brands 
you may need three cups ; one-half pound 
citron cut in thin shreds; juice of an 
orange and one teaspoonful grated peel; 
cream butter and sugar: add the yelks, the 
whites and Hour by turns, the orange, and 
lastly the citron, dredged with ttour. Beat 
all up hard and bake in two loaves.

W ith all that has been said and written 
concerning the enormity of the debris evil, 
it has faiied in a great measure to he com­ 
prehended, because without oecular evi­ 
dence it lias been almost impossible for the 
mind to grasp the terrible situation. The 
party that composed the river excursion a 
few weeks ago from .Sacramento to the 
mouth of the Feather river became entirely 
satisfied without entering the latter river 
and taking the chances of mooring upon 
the sandbars for an indefinite time. A les­ 
son was taught there to which we propose 
to apply a few figures for the purpose of 
presenting to the m ind-what hu3 really 
been accomplished by the hydraulic miner. 
The steamboat captains and the excursion­ 
ists stated (if we mistake not) that the 
steamers floated from fifteen to twenty feet 
above the level of ante-hydraulic times, 
owing to the fill. 
Now, to he entirely 
within toe truth, we will call the fill twelve 
feet. 
The river from the mouth of the 
Feather will average 400 feet in width to 
Siiisun Bay, and the distance is at least 100 
miles, but if anything is lacking in tlte 
length we will throw in Feather river with 
its thirty miles of filled up and choked 
channel, to make it good measure. 
We 
leave out of this count the 50,000 or more 
acres of bottom land, covered from five to 
fifteen feet deep with the same material on 
the Coalmines. American. Bear, Y'uba, Mo- 
kelum nc and Calaveras rivers. 
We find in 
the 100 miles described 93,866,606 cubic 
yards of debits. This amount, spread out 
three feet deep, would cover an area of 19,­ 
753 acres of land, or 50.289 acres one foot 
in depth, which is sufficient to ruin it for 
all practical purposes. W hen in San Fran­ 
cisco a few weeks since we submitted the 
figures to A. D. Starr, of the great wheat, 
milling anil shipping firm of Starr <k Co., of 
South Vallejo and VVheatport, and who ob­ 
tain their supplies very largely over these 
interior waters, and who are thoroughly 
familiar with them. Mr. Starr did not seem 
surprised, hut said that he had no doubt as 
much more lay deposited in Suisun bay, 
saying nothing of what had gone into San 
Pablo and San Francisco bays. 
W hen the 
ruin is placed before the mind in acres and 
territory, it must carry conviction, but the 


ruin of the rivers and turning them over 
the valley, forecasts a spectacle too awful 
to contemplate.—[Sutter Farm er.

“ He certainly is not handsome,” sa’nl a 
little school teacher Thursday evening in 
the First Presbyterian Church of Oakland, 
as she looked at Hom er B. Sprague, the 
new President of Mills College, as he sat 
upon the platform. The lecture was ad­ 
dressed particularly to the Teachers’ Insti­ 
tute of Alameda county, but many persons 
not teachers availed themselves of the op­ 
portunity to hear the new President of tiie 
Western Vassar,for he has a great reputation 
in ’New England as a speaker. W hen he 
stepped to t He stand and looked calmly 
over the audience there was applause. He 
told the teachers that the lecture he would 
deliver was prepared for tlte graduating 
class of anorm al school. 
He began in a 
conversational way to tell of John Milton, 
the poet, the theologian and statesman and 
scientist-and the great teacher. Not many 
sentences ’had the lecturer spoken before 
the audience perceived that his reputation 
is not founded on smoke. H e speaks in a 
soft hut clear voice, rapidly hut distinctly. 
He never hesitates for a word. The sen­ 
tences, in charming English, pour from his 
lips as smoothly us old wine front a tlagon. 
His memory is stored with names, dates 
and incidents, ready to be used at any mo­ 
ment. 
He read from no manuscript. He 
quoted at length, with but one or two ref­ 
erences to a dim inutive note-book. 
He re­ 
called events of history, battles, men, peri­ 
ods, as readily as he would have told the 
date of his birth. The Life and Times of 
Milton was the them e of the discourse, the 
foundation of an ornamental and yet 
stanch superstructure. 
He toldp articu­ 
larly of the life of Milton as a teacher and 
of his works on education, which were not 
appreciated untii centuries after his death. 
Then the political life of the blind teacher 
was mentioned, and then the days when 
from his datkness came "Paradise Lost.” 
tlte gre’at work of Ids life. After an epi­ 
tome of the grand deeds and the pure, no­ 
ble life ot Milton he cried : “ This was the 
teacher, Milton.” 
lie ended by reciting 
the words e>f the blind poet, beginning : "I 
have naught to fear. This darkness is but 
a shadow.”

The truth, is a great commercial 
manufacturing and educational city is 
springing up at the confluence of the Sac­ 
ramento and American rivers, which is 
destined to he a jiowerfal factor in the in­ 
dustrial and intellectual development of 
the Pacific Coast. 
So rapid has been the 
growth of tlie trade of that city that it lias 
created serious alarm among the merchants 
* f San Francisco fori their commercial su­ 
premacy in Central and N orthern California. 
Tlie location of Sacramento is the most 
favorable. 
It is at the foot of tlie great 
mountains, beyond which lie the rich in­ 
terior valleys and basins of the continent. 
It is in the center of one of the largest 
and most fertile valleys of America. The 
Sacramento Valley, of which the San 
Joaquin is a part, lias an area of 58,000 
square miles, or 37,000,000 acres. 
This is 
an area larger than either New York or 
Pennsylvania. 
It ha? c-vevy resource that 
creates wealth and supports population. 
Its soils are of inexhaustible fertilitv and 


its climate is incomparable. There are 
vast deposits of the royal metals—gold and 
silver in the adjacent mountains. Great 
forests cover the mountain ranges, and 
there is every kind of cheap and lasting 
building material. The Sacramento river 
furnishes cheap transportation to the Bay 
of San Francisco, and thence through the 
Golden 
fíate 
to 
every 
part 
of the 
world. 
From its wharves and warehouses 
net works of railways radiate to all parts 
of th e coast. Sacramento, within the past 
ten years, has silently hut steadily built up 
a system of varied manufactures, and is 
still extending that system. 
Ile r ware­ 
houses contain the largest stocks of goods 
in the State. 
In educational institutions 
the Capital City occupies a foremost rank- 
Iler school buildings are numerous and 
commodious. She has the largest art gal­ 
lery west of the mountains, and it is being 
utilized to establish schools that will make 
that city the art center of the coast. 
Its 
residences are among the finest in tlie State 
and its citizens are energetic, hospitable 
and enterprising. 
They know that the 
possibilities of their city are boundless) 
and they are determined to realize those 
possibilities if energy and enterprise will 
do it. 
A powerful factor in working out 
the development of the Capital City is her 
press, which in ability and enterprise ranks 
with that of older and larger cities. 
Any 
forecast of the future of the Pacific coast 
that does not include Sacramento will he 
sadly incomplete. There is no reason why 
the city at the junction of the American 
and Sacramento rivers should not within 
the next fifty years rival the present wealth 
trade and population of Minneapolis and 
Kansas City. 
They each have nearly 
100,000 people. 
The country tributary 
to Sacramento is as rich as that which 
pays tribute to either of those cities.” 
f )ur contemporary indulges in some little 
exaggeration in its estimates regarding 
present 
business 
investments; but this 
is a minor matter. The spirit of the arti­ 
cle is just, and the conclusions drawn are 
logical and justified by the facts and the 
reasonable probabilities of the future. 
Calmly examined, it will lateóme apparent 
to any just mind that the perseverance and 
determined spirit that has made and kept 
this a city, and built up for it a great 
trade, w ill insure it a splendid future. 
N atural and artificial obstacles are never 
confronted and overcome by commerce ex­ 
cept at points where there is a positive de' 
mand for the latter. Trade naturally seeks 
the easiest avenues to reward, and when it 
stands firm before endeavors to drive it 
from a given path, it testifies to the natural 
fitness and advantages of that line of 
progress for 
it. 
Sacramento’s commer­ 
cial importance has been maintained in 
the face of discouragements that in a 
vast majority of cases would have proven 
death to endeavor. These have mainly 
lieen overcome in our case. There remains 
now fair and honorable competition with 
other points, and the threat to destroy 
utterly the navigation ot the river. 
The 
question of heavy taxation will soon he 
eliminated from our business problems; 
tlie restoration of the river must lie had, 
and the causes that threaten its integrity 
be effectually and for all time checked. 
W hen these two things are accomplished 
this city will 
oiler 
to 
business 
and 
capital one of the most inviting fields 
upon the whole coast. 
It is now, with all 
the threat of river destruction and the 
legacy of debt, one of the most prosper­ 
ous and progressive of cities. 
W hat it 
will he when all its burdens are cast off it 
needs no prophet to forecast. 
It is no se­ 
cret that taxation has been unduly heavy- 
ill this city, and that hydraulic milling is 
a menace to our safety in more ways than 
one. 
To attem pt to deny these patent 
facts would he the worst business policy 
imaginable. 
But it is true that there is 
nearly- an end, if the people will it, to the 
one, and a certainty that the other will be 
speedily removed. 
This people is equal to 
the 
task 
of 
displacing 
both 
hin­ 
drances to their more rapid advancement, 
and they- will do it, with the same vigor 
and spirit that has characterized them in 
the past iu founding and m aintaining a 
city whose lww of promise is plain to view.

is surplus to home demands. 
This, of 
necessity, places the producer with five, ten 
and twenty acres, and as poor as a church 
mouse, on all fours with the orchardist 
who has vast capital, and raises upon two 
and three hundred acres. 
Any system 
th at ignores, or places second, the small 
grower, will tend to discourage what this 
State wants of all things else—homes, and 
a population of independent tillers of the 
soil, and a great many of them. 
It is hut 
a secondary interest to foster the large agri­ 
culturists. 
It is of primal importance that 
our lands should lie settled up, ami the 
home clement multiplied a thousand fold. 
Out of a large industrial population comes 
the demand for supplies, from baker to 
candlestick-maker. Out of such a popula­ 
tion comes the strength of a State. 
How 
shall wc w ith fair countenance invite the 
man of small means and "ready hands to 
help us build up the State if we do not 
assure him of a market for all lie can 
make the earth produce by his industry? 
To farm out the business of marketing our 
products to a single firm, as Mr. Hatch 
proposes, is equivalent to putting irons 
tipon the legs of progress, and wristlets of 
steel upon the hands of prosperity. 


T h e farce of the Ilill-Sharon affair is 
changing into a tragedy. 
W hile the de­ 
fendant lies upon what is possibly his 
dying bed, with death staring him in the 
face, and worldly considerations becoming 
as dross to him in the blaze of eternity-, 
and the opening up of a future in which 
there is neither wealth nor poverty, he 
solemnly repeats 
his denial 
that 
lie 
ever married or promised to marry Sarah 
Althea H ili. 
At the same moment, the 
woman who claims this man as her hus­ 
band, and a share of his wealth as her 
own, eons iier part for a dram atie dehut 
and announces reherasal for a day when, 
probably, the man she claims as her hus­ 
band will be in his winding sheet.

E x -E m p re s s E u g e n i e has asked the 
Pope to advise her what shall be her posi­ 
tion in French politics. 
The Pope ought 
to have the courage to tell the lady that 
politics is none of the! business of the 
< 'hurch, or should not be. 
But he has 
been unwise enough to ask time to reply-. 
If he tells her to push tlie claims of mon­ 
archists. lie will antagonize the republican 
sentiment. 
If he advises her to withdraw 
from all activity, lie will offend those who 
have hopes of royalist restoration. 
If tie 
says so, many Bonapartists will join with 
the royalists, while others will raise a 
rumpus at the disruption of their plans by 
papal interference. 
The wise thing for 
his Eminence of the papal palace to do is 
to remain silent, and let Eugenie seek ad­ 
vice elsewhere. 


Has it occurred to the Eastern press, 
th at is so much concerned for the “ little 
brown man,” that the deliberate judgm ent 
of large communities of civilized men is 
entitled to some weight in the discussion of 
the Chinese question ? 
We do not justify 
forcible measures to remove the Chinese, 
not authorized by the laws of the laud. 
There arc none such that shall have our 
approval. 
Now let our Eastern contem­ 
poraries reflect that the < hiñese agitation 
on this coast is not of the moment. 
It was 
not horn yesterday, nor to-day. 
It is the 
product of thirty years of experience by 
this people, which lias demonstrated to 
them that the two elements, Oriental and 
American civilization, are hopelessly ir­ 
reconcilable, and that if either survives 
the attrition it must be that grosser ele­ 
ment that is based upon a servile labor 
class. 
Let our friends reflect that it is 
quite impossible for over a million of, civ­ 
ilized people to be of one mind and be 
wholly wrong. There is a great deal to he 
accorded to the witness who Ls “ on the 
ground.” 
Our New England brethren are 
unwilling to accord him any judgm ent in 
the matter. 
That the people of Tacoma 
and Seattle in forcing the Chinese to 
leave those places, have acted unlawfully, 
there can he no question. But to the sober 
reasoner the fact that whole communities 
so act suggests the thought that there is 
some reason behind the action worthy of 
examination, at least, and that should com­ 
mand the suspension of adverse judgment 
based merely upon theory. Our friends of 
the A tlantic have not apparently yet 
risen to the plane of the grand doctrine— 
not new either—that any nation possesses 
the inalienable right to be the sole judge 
of who is fit to put his hand into its salt 
dish. 
It is not, and never was the theory 
of the American system, th at the people 
of all and any nations have the unques­ 
tioned right to come among us. Their 
coming is simply and only a m atter of 
privilege, terminable at 
our 
pleasure. 
I pon this basic principle of government 
rests the guarantee of our liberties.

C o n t r o l l e r D u n n has written another 
open letter to Attorney-General Marshall 
upon that interminable question, the rail­ 
road tax payments. 
The Controller takes 
such flat and grave issue with the A ttor­ 
ney-General, as to what are the facts, that 
there can be no intelligent consideration of 
the mutter until the latter official is heard 
from. Somebody is a liar, or else all ordi­ 
nary rules of morality and honesty are at 
fault. 
This much is to he said now, how­ 
ever, that the Controller manifests a very- 
bitter and prejudiced spirit that is not con­ 
ducive to the end he professes to desire— 
the speedy settlement, by a competent 
Court, of all the issues between himself 
and the Attorney-General. 


T h e Press and Horticulturist asserts that 
a San Francisco firm during the past sea- 
sont sent circulars to the East decrying 
California fruits. 
Another firm, located in 
Chicago, it alleges, did all it could to ruin 
the m arket for California raisins. 
It cites 
a long array- of proofs to establish tJiie fact 
that there is a combination to get control, 
and keep control, of the California fruit 
market. 
We have not a doubt of it. Such 
things must he expected. 
They occur in 
all branches of commerce. 
All the fruit­ 
growers have to do is to so select for ship­ 
ment, and so pack, that the fruits will be 
their own best defender. No combinations 
that can he formed can long keep from the 
people desirable products.

Carleton 
never brings to the coast a poor company. 
Will he give us “ Nanon ?” Let us hope so. 
The attem pt to revive the German drama 
here is to be made. It is experimental. 
That there is a cultivated taste for the Ger­ 
man school of acting in this community is 
undoubted, hut the patronage is of neces­ 
sity very limited. 
The historic memories that cling about 
the Metropolitan Theater in this city, make 
it a m atter of strong desire among old 
theater-goers that the proposed improve­ 
ments in that house will be carried out. 
There is room for them. 
Miss A nna Boyle, who has won great 
favor here, cioses her engagements in Sac­ 
ramento 
the coming 
v*ek. 
She has 
achieved great success, and having ability 
and ambition, will one day come to the 
front as one of the leading lights of the 
•stage. 
Abbey demands at least .$2,500 for every 
Gerster concert. 
His three trumps are 
Bernhardt—Anderson—Gerster. 
No Gers­ 
ter—no Bernhardt, no Anderson. 
And 
thus the provincial manager is compelled 
to take Gerster at $1,500 a concert—tor that 
is her share.—[Philadelphia Record. 
The success of Mr. Summers as tlie 
Tramp in the drama. “Only a W oman’s 
Heart,” is another evidence of the fact that 
in stock actors there often resides more 
ability in given roles, than in “stars.” 
Summers came to Sacramento unheralded, 
and pretending to be only good comedy 
support. But in the role named he has 
done art work of the best order. It is a 
part that he can greatly amplify, and could 
safely travel upon. 
W ith the retirancy of the Simmons 
management from the Metropolitan Thea­ 
ter, Sacramento, there goes out a direction 
that, after all that may be said, has given 
this people a great deal of dramatic recre­ 
ation of a first class order. 
No manage­ 
ment ever had more to encounter, or greater 
obstacles to overcome. It has not made 
money, but it has, in a long series of years, 
presented some of the best examples of 
dramatic activity-, along with the usual run 
of the poor. 
The demand has long^been made, by 
businessm en of this city, for regular dra­ 
matic performances here, or without long 
breaks. This, because it has been a com­ 
plaint by interior business men that when 
they come to Sacramento there is nothing 
to entertain them in a dramatic way. One 
theater management is now endeavoring to 
maintain a regular stock company here, 
and to produce fairly good plays by a fairly 
good troupe. 
It is a hazardous experiment. 
Wc have doubted its feasibility. For nearly 
three m onths it has. however, been sus­ 
tained. But it ha* not been profitable to 
the managers. They may not have lost 
much, but certainly they have made no in­ 
terest upon their investment. It is a matter 
worthy consideration, whether it would not 
be a wise scheme on the part of business 
men to subscribe for a given number of 
seats for each season. It would go far toward 
guaranteeing what they all desire. There 
need he no “ gift ” in the m atter to the 
management. The seats could be used and 
value received. The application should be 
to both, :.nd any theatrical management, 
that will guarantee straight seasons, that 
tlie business visitor may not have it to say 
that there are no amusement attractions for 
his evenings here. 
On tlie 23d instant Emm a Nevada will 
appear at the Clunie Opera House, in this 
city, in concert. 
No modern prim a donna 
has had such success upon such capital as 
Nevada. Her rise has been rapid beyond 
precedent. Hera lias literal! v been a flower- 
strewn path. She is not, in the artistic 
sense, a great vocalist, but she is one wiio 
charms the popular ear, and has what the 
world terms personal magnetism in a 
strong degree. • She has a limited voice, as 
compared with other leading singers, but 
its tone is remarkably sweet and pure, and 
her manner is artless and unaffected. She 
is a musical “ card,” and cannot fail of the 
the same success here that has been hers 
elsewhere. The troupe accompanying her 
is admittedly of superiority. Tlie tenor, 
especially, is reported to be one of especial 
excellence. On the occasion of Nevada’s 
appearance here the Opera House is to he 
elaborately decorated and draped in her 
honor, as a California girl. The manage­ 
m ent is to provide lady attendants to cure 
for the wraps of the lady auditors, and 
colored ushers will perform like service for 
the gentlemen 
The prices will range high 
—two and three dollars—but then it is 
Nevada, you know, who has been singing 
to five-dollar sittings, and all tilled, in New 
York. 
Under such temptations the dollars 
will be scraped up somehow. 


In v e stig a tin g fo r F ru it-S h ip p iu g , 
A local retail fruit dealer, who considers 
Mr. Lubin's plan of “ small shipments di­ 
rect to Eastern retailers” entirely feasible, 
has already been in communication with 
parties East, with a view, should the rail­ 
road company reduce freights and accept 
sm all shipments, of becoming one of the 
many small Eastern shippers that Mr. 
Lubin predicts will engage in that busi­ 
ness. \\ e quote the following from a letter 
received by the Sacramento retailer from 
his Eastern correspondent, who has been 
interviewing a number of fruit jobbers and 
retailers in Boston upon the subject, in 
which he says : 
“ A retaii dealer, under Horticultural 
Hall, Boston, -aid he could use a great many 
grapes, peaches and pluuis. Grapes would 
meet the largest sale— Hamburgs and To­ 
kays being the most desirable. The last 
lot of California grapes sold here for &5 for 
a 40-pound box. They showed me peaches, 
probably kept in a cold storage-house since 
June, at 75 to 80 cents per dozen, jobbing 
price, or $3 a small box. 
Inquiry brings 
the information that a good part of the 
customers are Italian street-comer peddlers. 
They are willing to say that, if California 
grapes can he put into their siores at G[ to 
7 cents per pound, they could easily sell 
them in large quantities. Apricots and 
plums will go siow. They ask me how 
long the season lasts for California fruits, 
ami when I offer peaches now they laugli 
at me.” 
It will be seen from the above that Cali­ 
fornia fruits are now retailed in the East 
almost entirely by Italian street corner ped­ 
dlers, who sell but one peach or one pear at 
a time, and not at all for general consump­ 
tion. But few if any families can daily 
afford to place California fruits on their 
tables at the prices charged by petty huck­ 
sters. The vastly increasing fruit crop of 
California can never be satisfactorily dis- 
p ised of until connections are made as’ near 
Direct between the grower and the Eastern 
retail grocers and marketmen as possible, 
so as to enable them to retail our fruits, not 
at the rate of five cents a look, but at nine 
or ten cents per pound. W hen this is done, 
California will enter an era of prosperity 
never before experienced, and most de­ 
voutly to be wished. 


The San Jose Mercury says : "Not only 
is diphtheria epidemic in certain localities 
of this city at present, but there is another 
complaint from which children are suffer­ 
ing that is more general and scarcely less 
serious. The disorder is indicated by vio­ 
lent vomiting and purging, accompanied 
by severe pains about the loins and bowels.”

It is announced that in tlie next num ber 
will he commenced the publication of the 
“ Courses of Instruction in the Colleges at 
Berkeley.” 


England is about to make another semi- 
occasional parade of her military in India, 
as a stragetie method of maintaining pro­ 
found fear and respect for the power and 
prowess of “ H er Majesty, the Queen of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire­ 
land, and Empress of India.” There is 
some more of the title, but that’s enough 
for one double-sheet edition. 


The news comes from the East tiiat two 
extensive silk-manufacturing 
firms 
of 
Zurich, Switzerland, are about to transfer 
their factories to this country, and one has 
already purchased a site in Hoboken, New 
Jersey. This deafly indicates tlie import­ 
ance the silk-growing industry is acquiring 
in this country, and is encouraging to the 
laudable efforts being made by tlie State 
and individuals to advance sericulture in 
California. 


Mrs. Catherine Trump, Postmistress at 
Coming, Pa., has been arrested for opening 
letters which passed through the cilice. 
She admits having thus indulged in ascer­ 
taining the business and love affairs of 
people, of the place, but “did not know she 
was doing anything wrong.”

S. Jackson, Sacram ento 
G ram m ar School; J. H ickey, Capital P ri­ 
m ary S chool: \V ni. Goddard. Fourth and 
U): 
Jam es 
P atterson, Capital G ram m ar 
S chool; J. H . Wolfe, W ashington S ch o o l; 
E. R. Dodge. U nion School; A. Grubbs, 
U ngraded No. 2 . 
Residents of th e northw estern portion of 
th e city petitioned the Board to appoint a n ­ 
o th er regular officer on th e force, in order 
th at they m ig h t have better police protec­ 
tion, and recom m ended W . F. Strader, who 
has been serving as a special. 
T he Board 
appeared to th in k an increase of the force 
w ould he desirable, and decided to bring 
th e m atter to the attention of the City 
T rustees, 
to see w hether 
arrangem ents 
could be m ade for the paym ent of an addi­ 
tional officer or officers. 
Chief Jackson reported th at num erous 
com plaints had been m ade against J. C. 
D onahue, serving as a special officer for 
Strauss' and N orton’s saloons, on K street, 
and recom m ended th at he be dism issed. So 
ordered. 
Judge H enry, w ho has been in m ortal 
dread of a terrible explosion for a long 
tim e, called attention to the fact that a large 
qu antity of pow der is placed upon the 
freight depot platform , about fifty yards 
from the City H all, on certain days'of each 
week for shipm ent. 
H e believed the prac­ 
tice exceedingly dangerous, and m oved that 
¡t was th e sense of the Board th at the City 
T rustees should pass an ordinance pro­ 
h ib itin g the shipm ent of powder from 
Front 
street. 
Carried, 
Com m issioners 
H en ry and Jackson voting in favor of it, 
and Com m issioner Brown not voting. 
Considerable tim e was devoted to re­ 
m arks by Judge H enry and others relative 
to the duties o f officers w ho m ake arrests, 
especially to th eir taking m ore care to se- 
ure testim ony, and inform ing them selves 
thoroughly upon necessary m atters of evi­ 
dence before bringing cases into Court. 
The rem arks were directed to prosecutions 
for vagrancy m ore than an ything else. T he 
C hief had a good word to say for his m en, 
and, w hile adm itting th at there had som e­ 
tim es 
been 
short-eom ings in vagrancy 
cases, he thought all serious cases had been 
m anaged cart full}’ and energetically, and 
w ith such success that offenders rarely es­ 
caped. 
City A ttorney A nderson held th at 
it was th e duty of the C hief to exam ine 
th e calendar daily before it was sent up to 
lo th e Police Court. 
T he public seemed to 
hold the City A ttorney responsible, h e said, 
for all these cases, w hen, in fact, the C hief 
i3 th e party th at should supervise the ar­ 
rangem ent of the calendar, and not perm it 
frivolous and doubtful cases to be brought 
into Court. 
M ayor Brown thought the 
officers could not he too careful in m aking 
arrests, an d should com ply w ith tiie rules 
strictly.

The recent rain has caused the dust on 
the paved streets to resolve itself into a 
th in m ud, w hich is less than h alf an inch 
in depth, yet citizens, especially pedestri­ 
ans. com plain loudly about it. ar.d seem to 
th in k the Street Com m issioner entirely to 
blam e. T his state of affairs al ways exists, 
for a few days, after the first rain,"but after 
that the principal streets of Sacram ento, 
and her granite crossings, arc as free from 
m ud as an y city in tint State. 
F or the 
benefit o f the grow lers—those who seem to 
th in k th e present state of th e street^ de­ 
plorable—the follow ing from the Sacra­ 
m ento l-’nion, of Jan u ary 11, 1353, ju st after 
the fiooiJ, is republished : 
“ O ne o f th e m ost exciting events w hich 
it has been our lot to recortl occurred on 
M onday in Sixth street. 
It was one of 
those scenes which do not happen once in 
a century, and w hich, w hen they do occur, 
arc never believed, be they never so tru th ­ 
fully described. 
Two m en were observed 
to pass out of I street into the street afore­ 
said. 
Som e think they liad a suit pending 
at the Court-house, arid others that they 
had been in th at neighborhooil w ith the 
view of speculating in drift-wood. 
Be that 
as it m ay, they rounded the corner into 
Sixth, an d were seen together near toe 
Congregational C hurch. T he taller of the 
tw o walke«i a short distance in the rear (it 
m ight possibly have been the shorter), who 
was supposed to be dressed in a glazed hat, 
w ith a «loubletree in bis haruj. 
A t this 
point in the street they separated, one to 
cross an im aginary plank that lay embedded 
in the m ud of an alley near by, the other 
to circum vent the alley by a roundabout 
path. 
T he latter gentlem an, having gained 
a firm footing on the board sidew alk, lo-,ked 
around for his com panion, who was no­ 
where to be seen. 
He ca!le«l for him , hut 
w ith little effect. 
H e 
was invisible— 
g o n e! 
Becom ing alarm ed, 
he retraced 
his footsteps to 
the 
m outh 
o f 
the 
alley and found th e glaze-1 hat lying m outh 
dow nw ards, but no m an. 
H e shx>ped 
dow n, reached in, ami lifting the hat saw 
num erous bubbles arise, w hich contained 
a m onosyllabic utterance resem bling ‘ e!p r 
The alarm was im m ediately given, when a 
crowd repaired to the spot. 
A negro m an, 
arriving in advance of all others, tore a 
board from the fence adjoining, and casting 
it across th e m onth of the alley aforesaid, 
jum ped upon it, and forcing his arm s 
elbow deep into the soft m ud, im m ediately 
under the bubbles, grasped hold of som e­ 
thing w hich felt like hair. 
Pulling upon 
this w ith all his strength, an object arose 
slowly to the surface, b ut was not distin­ 
guished to possess 
any definite 
torm . 
M any declareii it to he an old m at, th at 
had been subm erged by the action of the 
water. O thers thought it m ight be the 
unraveled end of a very thick 
cable, 
w hile som e contended th at it was a man.' 
To decide this intricate question a pail of 
w ater was procured and 
dashed 
upon 
th at sm all portion of the object w hich pro­ 
truded above the m ud's surface. 
T he ex­ 
planation was still not sufficiently satis­ 
factory. Tw o other m en aided the'darkev 
in draw ing it farther out, w here it was held 
by them on a dead stretch, to prevent the 
possibility of :ts again going under.

(A g ricu ltu ral E xperim ent S tation—B ulletin 40. J 
In a bulletin issued two weeks ago the 
results of a large-scale experim ent in graft­ 
ing the California w ild vine were presented, 
show ing an unusually favorable outcome 
both as regards the percentage of successes 
in grafting on two-year-old stocks, and the 
remarkably early and abundant bearing of 
the grafts, "these’facts being entirely in ac­ 
cord with the results of well-guarded ex­ 
periments made heretofore, both at the 
University and elsewhere. 
1 am now en­ 
abled to present a statement from Professor 
George Ilusm aim . of Napa, giving the re­ 
sults of his experience in grafting on resist­ 
ant stocks of other varieties of the a-stivalis 
and riparia class. 
This statem ent is the 
more interesting as it includes trials, along­ 
side o f one another and on soils greatly 
varied, not only of these different stocks, 
but also of grafts in great variety, both of 
American and European, or vinilera origin. 
T he claims of the .estivalis (or Eastern 
sum m er grape) varieties to our attention, 
as vigorous resistant stocks, have hardly 
received sufficient consideration as yet. In 
the selection ol stocks to be used 111 a given 
locality, their natural habits should not be 
overlooked ; for more nearly the conditions 
of these are realized, the more vigorous and 
long-lived will the stock be, other things 
being equal. The natural “ habitat ” of the 
riparia or riverside grape is that which its 
nam e indicates. The same is true of the 
cordifolia, neither of the two being, in their 
natural condition, found outside of, or far 
from, the bottoms or borders of streams. 
Good culture can, of course, in a great 
measure replace these natural conditions; 
yet under stress of season or soil, the origi­ 
nal adaptation will make itself felt more or 
less, ami will frequently turn the sculu for 
or against a paying crop. 
The wild aestivalis grape is prevalently 
found in the uplands of the Missisippi val­ 
ley, although it very com monly descends 
into the valleys of the smallerstreams; it is 
never found within the larger bottoms. 
T his implies that it needs a smaller supply 
o f moisture for its full development, anil 
that while it can tlourish even with "w et 
feet,-' its preference lies 
towards 
well- 
drained soils. 
This greater adaptability is 
a matter of no mean importance, especially 
when it is understood that in the Mississippi 
valley there is on the whole a much wider 
difference between uplandand bottom soils 
than is ordinarily the ease on the Pacific 
c o a st; a natural result of the difference in 
respect to rainfall. 
The testivalis will 
therefore be content with soils of a rela­ 
tively inferior fertility, where the riparia, 
and the still more rank-feeding Californica 
would make but a feeble growth. This 
fact explains the very general acceptance of 
Lenoir stock in Europe, where very pro­ 
ductive soils, like those o f the virgin bot­ 
tom s of the Mississippi valley, and espe­ 
cially California, are a rare exception, i.ike 
all other stocks that may fairly be classed 
as resistant for 
practical purposes, the 
Lenoir may be overtaxed when too much 
is asked of it in the way of frugality: und 
m ay thus occasionally succumb to the at­ 
tack of phylloxera; but in its proper place, 
it. like other testivalis varieties, proves a 
most valuable stock. 
In the rupestris we have a very resistant 
stock, whose native habits would seem to 
adapt it even more than the n-stivaJis var­ 
ieties to stony upland soils of only moder­ 
ate fertility, in which the riparia, as well as 
the Californica, would prove unsatisfactory. 
T he rupestris is rather a slow grower, hut 
very hardy, and makes a stock o f very 
good shape for grafting. 
Just as every intelligent fruit-grower w ill 
carefully consider, when planting an or­ 
chard, what will he the stocks best adapted 
to his soil ami locality; so the grape-grower 
m ust consider, so fur as experience or other 
considerations can forecast it. which among 
stocks will be likelv 


visitors, Messrs. E. H . Rixford and LVick- 
Bon am ong them, can testify. Our wines, 
made from each variety separately, are 
fully fermented and many of them clear 
now. 
W hen the tim e comes 1 shall take 
great pleasure in sending you samples of 
them lor tasting and analysis. 
I am fully satisfied that’instead of losing 
them by planting resistant vines and graft­ 
ing them, the grafts will hear more and 
earlier than the same varieties would do on 
their own roots, 011 account of the increased 
vigor caused by the stronger growth of the 
stock. 
^ As to the alleged inferiority of the fruit 
and wine from such grafts, it seems too 
ridiculous for any one at all familiar with 
the laws governing horticulture, and the 
influence of the slock on the scion, to need 
refutation. 
In the case of grafts on vines, 
I have found, during a practice and ob­ 
servation of 35 years, that a stronger stock 
also imparts a more vigorous grqwtli of 
wood, and we all know that the more vig­ 
orous the tree or plant the larger and more 
perfect will be its fruit. That such stronger 
growth also requires longer pruning to 
equalize the strength of the root and top, 
is self-evident, but I have yet to learn that 
our growers would object to the increased 
yield resulting therefrom. 
In m y opinion, 
the greatest perfection of the grape de­ 
pends upon having just as much to hear 
each season as it can ripen in pefection. 
If we overload it, inferior, insipid fruit 
will be the result, and a feeble growth of 
wood, which will ulso not ripen fully. 
If, 
on the contrary, wc prune too short, a 
rank, succulent growth, black knot, colure, 
etc., will be [the result, and the fruit will 
also suffer accordingly. 
On this nice 
balancing of the powers of the vine, more 
of the success of the vinter depends than 
many are aware of. 
That resistant vines, planted on soil 
of 
ordinary 
fertility, 
are 
and 
w ill 
be a .success, I am confident beyond a 
doubt. 
That thousands of acres have 
been 
planted to 
vines 
in 
thi3 State 
which are entirely unfit for resistants or 
any other vines, I am also convinced, and 
the sooner our people learn that even a 
grapevine will not grow in waste and bar­ 
ren places, too poor to produce even sage­ 
brush, the better it wilt be for the indus­ 
try.

is ordinarily found.

grafting about 10,000 wild riparia seedlings, 
15,000 Clinton, and som e few thousand 
each of other riparia varieties, such as 
Elvira, Missouri Iilesling, Taylor. I bland, 
Am ber, Pearl, Marion, etc. 
Each variety 
runs, in most instances, from one end of 
the vineyard to the other, thus getting the 
benefit or disadvantage, as the case may 
he, of a variety of soils. 
I11 another niece 
of land we planted rupestris cuttings the 
same season, which also have about the 
sam e diversity of soils. 
T find a great dif­ 
ference in growth on the different soils, the 
m ost vigorous being 011 the alluvial and 
adobe, the poorest on the hard-pan alkali. 
This may be considered applicable to all 
varieties planted,¿dthough the Herberuont 
seems to grow and succeed best 011 all soils. 
A piece of about an acre of the last named

ripened evenly. 
T he same was the case this year, when it 
bore a very heavy crop, many of the vines 
producing 10 to 50 pounds each, and ripen­ 
ing their fruit evenly and well, the must 
showing 24° on Balling’s scale on the 5th 
day of this month.

The balance of our grafts 
were m ostly on Clinton, which proved a 
m uch mofe satisfactory stock than I had 
anticipated, being in that respect as good 
as the wild riparia, and taking the graft 
readily. The grafts on Clinton were Hor- 
bemont. Lenoir, Pedro Ximenes, Chauche 
Gris, Traminer, Ruiander or Grey Clevner, 
Petit I’inot, Gumay.

The Taylor, although 
a very strong grower, dues not seem to 
take the graft as readily as the three varie­ 
ties named before, as our success was not 
as uniform and satisfactory.

W e regret to record the death—as sudden 
as if he liad fallen in battle—of General 
George B. McClellan, once the idol of the 
Army of the Potomac, recently Governor 
of New Jersey, an accomplished soldier of 
the old school of West Point, a sincere 
though unenthusiastic patriot, a genial ami 
amiable gentleman. 
At the outbreak of 
our civil war, and during the critical years 
of the great struggle. General McClellan 
was of inestimable service to the Union 
cause as ati organizer of armies. 
H e failed 
to be.om e the leading soldier of his time, 
because he desired to tight the rebellion 
w ithout hurting the rebels too much, and 
the Southern troops did uot reciprocate his 
kindly sentiments. 
For this reason the 
Spirit insisted that he should be removed 
from command : but. all the anim osities 
and prejudices of tlie war having been 
burled with the dead, we do justice to Gen. 
McClellan’s educated talents as an army 
administrator, and to the dignity and pat­ 
riotism with which heqiu ctly retired from 
the field, and always conducted him self 
thereafter, both in official and private life. 
Such an enormous m illstone as a civil war 
presses out of a man all that lie has in him 
which can be of service to his country, and 
the usefulness of McClellan may have been 
over ; but his death will be mourned by 
thousands of his former comrades, who 
loved him as a personal friend.

The Domestic Trouble of Governor Fages 
W ith H is W ife. 
[Hittcll’s History of ( alifomia.j 
11 was about I lie time < >f Kage's appoint­ 
m ent as Governor that the lir.-t mention 
was made of his wife, who followed him to 
A lta i alifornia, and wits, it seems, the first 
lady ol pretension that made her residence 
in the country, 
lie name was Dona Eu­ 
lalia Callis; hut, being the wife of the Gov­ 
ernor, she was usually known as the Seño­ 
ra Gobernardora. She appears to have 
crossed the gulf with a little son in 17,S3. 
Occupying so prominent a position as she 
did, and undertaking so ereat a task as a 
journey to California in those days must 
have been for a lady, every one strove to 
contribute to her com fort; and every care 
was taken to render her voyage as pleasant 
as possible. 
Hut she seems to have been a 
lady of loo high and exacting a spirit or to 
have been sadly abused in her new home. 
In the course of a year or two, as the re­ 
cords show, she and her husband were 
separated and engaged in a hitter quarrel. 
She was dissatisfied ; made demands with 
which he could not comply ; charged him 
with infidelity, and was loud and boister­ 
ous in her complaints. There was great 
scandal. 
Almost everybody of considera­ 
tion, on account ot the prominence of the 
principals, become more or less embroiled 
in (lie difficulty. On the one side the mis­ 
sionaries, to whom Fages had appealed to 
bring her to reason, made an effort and 
were even driven so far by her violence as 
to he obliged to threaten her witli stripes 
and handcuffs. On theother hand Captain 
Nicholas Soler, who had been left in mili­ 
tary command-by Felipe de Neve, a mutual 
friend of the spouses, endeavored to effect 
a compromise ami reconciliation. But he 
found it such hot work tiiat in one of his 
letters describing his efforts he spoke of lire 
in a magazine of gunpowder, indicating 
thereby that the materials with which lie 
was called upon to deal were exceedingly 
explosive. 
It is not exactly known how 
the quarrel was finally composed, but as 
little iurtlier is heard about Kulalia, except 
that she was afterward living with her 
husband and children, it is to be presumed 
that she accepted her cross and possessed 
herself in patience, as Soler advised her to 
do, and that thenceforth quiet reigned at 
Monterey."

Most 
of these were killed by Indians, and the 
settlement of the '7b country witnessed 
their extermination (there weft? only four 
in the bunch when last heard of) or caused 
them to seek the mountains. Hundreds of 
them were to be seen a tew years ago on 
the "w est side," in Fresno county, and 
near the head of the Tulare lake in Tulare 
and Kern, but now it is very seldom that 
any are seen there. The deer, too, except 
in a few places, have left the valley forever, 
but are still plentiful in both ranges of 
mountains. At one tim e elk were num er­ 
ous in all parts of the southern San Joaquin 
valiey. hut at the present only a few are 
left near Buena Vista lake, thc lastof many 
thousands that once pastured on the wide 
¡'lain. 
In a few vears more the antelope 
and elk of this valley will live only in the 
tradition of old sportsmen.

THE P.ISE AND FALL OF A CALI­ 
FORNIA CITY. 


M o w t h e A m e r i c a n w a s N a v i g a t e d i n 


E a r l y 
D a y s — R e m i n i s c e n c e s 


o f t h e F l o o d o f 1 8 5 3 . 


D uring the tim e th a t Sacram ento city 
w as flooded in January, 1853, all com m uni­ 
cation w ith th e m ining counties th at re­ 
ceived their supplies from this city was cut 


Off. 
T h at was anterior to h ydraulic'm in- 
ing, and the placer m ining of the four pre­ 
ceiling years had not dam aged in th e least 
th e channels of the rivers of the State ; in 
fact, it is stated by all w ho lived here in 
those days that th e waters of both the 
A m erican and Sacram ento at this point 
w ere so clear th at th eir pebbly bottom s 
could be seen at their deepest points. Sac­ 
ram ento being thus cut off from interior 
com m unication by wagons and pack-trains, 
the only m eans of transportation in the early 
days, her enterprising m erchants began 
to look for a site on higher ground, w here 
freight could be landed from vessels and he 
secure from floods. 
The place selected 
was on the south hank of the A m erican, 
nearly due north of the present town of 
.Brighton, and was nam ed U oboken. 
T he 
A m erican river at th at tim e was navigable 
to th a t point, and even beyond, fur the 
sm aller class of steam ers th at plied the 
Sueram ento. 
A large tow n was laid out, 
w ith wide streets, a steam boat landing 
erected, and w ithin ten days a tow n sprang 
up, which at tiiat tim e looked as though it 
was to rival Sacram ento. T hree sm all stern- 
wheel steam ers m ade daily trips betw een 
Sacram ento and the new tow n. A dam s A Co. 
established an express office in the flourish­ 
ing villa* e and every Arm of any conse­ 
quence in this city had a branch 111 H obo­ 
ken. 
U nder head of “ Com m ercial,” Jan 
uary 11, 1S53, the Daily Union said : 
" To 
day, our m erchants still continue busy for­ 
w arding goods to H oboken, w here they are 
im m ediately sent ofl to the interior by the 
team s. 
T he prices of goods in H oboken 
are a shade above the city rates. T he m ar­ 
kets to-day exhibit no change of note 
F lo u r rem ains firm at 18c for C h ile ; A m er­ 
ican in bill, at £10. Potatoes, of best quality 
m eet quick sale at 11c.” 
On the following 
d ay the sam e journal had tlie following 
“ Capt. Pendergast, of the steam er 
Oak 
land, w hich iias been chartered expressly 
for the trade, m ade an experim ental run to 
H oboken on Tuesday, and accom plished 
th e upw ard trip in one hour and ten m in 
utes. Returning, he accomplished it in forty- 
seven and a half m inutes. 
T he O akland 
is capable o f carrying forty tons of freight, 
an d perform s her voyages to a charm . 
In 
addition to A dam s Express Com pany, the 
banking house of Page, Liacon & Co. have 
established branches there. Lots have been 
staked oil' for nearly h a lf a m ile along the 
vacant grounds; business is brisk, and 
m oney plenty ; in addition to w hich forty- 
five tem porary structures have been erected 
principally occupied as places for the tran s­ 
action of business and sale of goods by m er­ 
chants of this city. 
Two or three black 
sm ith-sho] s are in operation, and Todd’s 
Express has for som e days past been arriv­ 
ing from th e interior witli letters. 
T he 
eating houses are doing a sm ashing busi­ 
ness. and find it difficult to supply the de­ 
m ands of their num erous custom ers. 
A 
portion of the cart-m cn have deserted their 
scows and gone to th e high grounds, w hile 
pftck-trains from th e interior are receiving 
th eir cargoes, and bearing them off to 
glad the hearts o f fam ishing m iners. 
In 
addition to the several sm all steam ers ru n ­ 
ning daily between this flourishing village 
and Sacram ento, flatboats 
arc used to 
furnish its m erchants w ith goods, and do a 
proportionate share of the carrying busi­ 
ness. 
The O akland will m ake h er second 
trio to H oboken this m orning at 8 o'clock, 
an d one or tw o other steam ers later in the 
day, w hen those who desire to gratify their 
curiosity by gazing upon the wond rful 
tow n, w ill have an opportunity o f visiting 
it to do so.

A t this tim e th e draw in Lisle’s bridge 
across the A m erican worked so badly th at 
the Board of Supervisors, Messrs. W atson, 
W addilove and Lewis, were petitioned to 
have it rem ain closed. T he proceedings of 
Jan u ary 8, 1853, read as follows : 
“ Y our com m ittee would respectfully re­ 
port to this Board that they w ent tip to th e 
slough near Lisle's bridge yesterday, on 
board the steam er R. K. Page, and the 
slough they found in the shallow est par) 
four feet six inches o f water, it being some 
tw o feet deeper tlian the R. K. Page draws. 
Y’our com m ittee w ould further report that 
on exam ining the bridge they found the 
south end of it had sunk from its level 
som e five or nix feet, so th at if th e draw 
jvero raised it would place ihe south end of 
the h.ridgc in great danger o f being carried 
away, onb«-r by ihe current or d rift; all of

rived ar H oboken a h alf hour later. 
In ad­ 
dition to several hundreds of people con­ 
veyed in this m anner, m any sought the 
place on foot, giving to its streets, at 2 
ocloek. the anim ated 
appearance of 
crow ded city. 
The day was a lovely one, 
an d every person seemed to enjoy the 
visit to an unusual degree. T he town con­ 
sists of, perhaps, inore th an tw o hundred 
canvas houses, extending along the river, 
in wliich is carried or* business of alm ost 
all kinds, and to a very heavy extent 
A m ong the luxuries of the town is a barber 
shop, in w hich several subjects were cosily 
seated, as we passed th e door, undergoing 
th e process tonsorial. 
“ T he river banks at H oboken are high, 
and the soil sandy. T here were no indica­ 
tions of the w atery deluge o f the last two 
m onths, bevond a pleasant dam pness to a l­ 
lay the d u s t; and w hile one lingered in 
th e vicinity he could not b ut forget, in the 


pleasurable state of his feelings, the three 
feet of m ud at Sacram ento, and the afflict­ 
ing cause w hich produced it. 
"O n her return trip the O akland carried 
double the num ber of passengers th at she 
took uj>; and as a great disposition to m er­ 
rim ent prevailed, speech-m aking and song- 
singing, interspersed w ith one or m ore 
lights on th e forw ard deck, constituted the 
am usem ents of the hom ew ard voyage. 
“ it is understood th at a prom inent auc­ 
tioneer of Sacram ento has been elected 
M ayor of H oboken, and a w ell-know n 
banker its Treasurer. 
These gentlem en 
were respectively toasted and cheered in con­ 
nection w ith th eir honorable positions, and 
good-nalurediy lent the influence of their 
nam es to the circulation o f the harm less 
fiction. 
Hoboken, although a very pretty place 
and highly suitable for the occasion w hich 
gave it birth, is destined ¡to be short-lived. 
Two weeks of pleasant w eather w ill‘knock 
it into a cocked h at,’ as there is no conve­ 
nient access to it in a low stage of w ater— 
at least of such a character as to justify the 
expense of transhipm ent of goods when 
the m etropolis city is so near. Its existence 
thus far lias been a pleasant one, however, 
and we sincerely hope th at all those en­ 
gaged in doing its business m ay profit 
largely for their enterprise and industry in 
m inistering to the w ants and convenience 
o f the interior trade.” 
A gentlem an in describing Iloboken in a 
letter to an E astern friend sa y s: 
“ T he 
traveler, as lie wends his way from the 
Phn nix city of the Plains, tow ard the 
northern m ining regions, will descry w hat 
the distance will induce him to believe is a 
clothes-line, full of clean, newly-washed 
linen, but w hich, as he approaches, will re­ 
solve itself into a lengthened row of can­ 
vas houses and tents, all w hite and glisten­ 
ing in th e m orning rays. 
As he draws 
nearer, he hears the ringing of the anvil, 
the cry of the auctioneer, the w histle of 
the team ster, the m elodious voices of trains 
of ‘pack-m uies,’ and ail the sounds th at ac­ 
tive industry can produce. H e is now about 
five m iles from Sacram ento, and as he has 
traveled this road before, when no city 
here greeted his vision, he asks in som e 
surprise, for the nam e of this bloom ing 
daughter of California, arrayed in spotless 
w hite, whose sm iling face bids him wel­ 
come to her hospitalities. H e looks around 
for the oldest inhabitant, who, luckily, is 
com ing under full sail up 'M a in stre et' 
at th at particular m om ent. 
"T h ey seat them selves upon the top rail 
of the fence, w ith no intention ot railiny at 
their neigbors, but the one to com m ence 
and the other to listen to th e following 
well authenticated legend : 
“ • My son, the young lady whose nam e 
and history thou art so anxious to learn is 
called Hoboken, and by the beard o f the 
Prophet, there is beauty in th a t nam e.’ 
‘•'W a s she christened by that n a m e ? ’ 
asks tlie stranger, m ore in sorrow th an in 
anger. 
. 
' ■ She has never been to the baptism al 
fount,’ replied th e 'oldest,’ ‘ for her m other, 
whose nam e is Sacram ento, is for som e un­ 
accountable reason, inveierately opposed to 
christeniny, and would never consent that 
the beautiful H oboken should be im m ersed. 
She is but ten days old, and yet thou ha3t 
never beheld m ore perfect sym m etry, or a 
m ore fully developed earthly angel than 
she who hath excited thine adm iration.’ 
“ T he legend was here interrupted by a 
passer-by, w ho requested the ‘ o ld est’ to 
‘ take som ething.’ w hereupon he left the 
traveler som ew hat hastily, and struck a 
bee-line for the M agnolia. 
“ B ut the traveler again w alks through 
th e tow n, and his observant eye perceives 
that the length is about h alf a m ile along 
th e m ain street, w hich is crowded w ith 
team s : th at boxes, balesgh-» rels and goods 
of all kinds are being ^¿J,lly transferred 
from the storehouses to the various wagons 
which are constantly leaving for th e m ines; 
that about one hundred and fifty houses 
have been com pleted : 
m any m ore are in 
course of erection, end he notices very par­ 
ticularly th at H oboken contains high, dry 
and w ide streets, 
On one side of th e m ain 
street the houses back up to the bank of 
the A m erican river, along w hich there are 
three or four steam boat landings. 
The 
w ater is now far below th e n atu ral bank of 
the river, w hich it never overflows at this 
point.” 
• 
A correspondent of the Union, w riting 
from H oboken, Ja n u ary 19, 1853, am ong 
oilier things, says : “ To-day our new city 
exhibits considerable activity. 
Í noticed 
about 100 team 3 th is m orning loading for 
the m ines, and also th ed ep artu re of several 
trains of pack-m ules for th e m ountain 
owns. 
T he roads to M orm on Island, 
Placerville, Colonia, U niontow n, Jackson, 
etc., are' gradually im proving, as team s 
w ith light loads are enabled to reach them 
w ithout encountering 
other 
ditliculties 
which existed a few days since. 
T he roads, 
however, in som e directions are so bad th at 
they can only be reached by pack-trains, 
and in consequence th e m ore staple ar­ 
ticles are taken in preference to m ost 
others ; and the dealers in lighter and more 
fanciful kinds m ust aw ait the ‘ good tim e 
com ing.’ w hich is h ourly expected, and 
which, were it not for the im m ense am ount 
of potatoes, barley and (lour daily brought 
us by tiie ‘ Page,’ ‘ O akland’ and ‘ K enne­ 
bec,’ m ight possibly arrive by those steam ­ 
ers. 
Still, wc take th e liberty of asserting, 
th at no tow n of its size in California, or in 
the world, disposes o f m ore goods in one 
day th an does our little H oboken. 
“T he m ist of the 
m orning still hangs 
around r.s, obscuring the snow y sum m it 
of the Sierras, but w hen the sun dissipates 
the vapor, the w anderer standing upon 
th eir cloud-capped 
bights, can look upon 
our valley, w here th e plow m an is now 
driving his sm oking team , and w here the 
rich springing verdure o f a California 
' 
- grows bright beneath the rising 
H(i m ust feel like exclaim ing w ith 
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“ ‘Here in»M this mountain hight [ see, 
Thy l-rifnt waves flouting to the sea 
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T h in e em erald fields outspread; 
A nd feel thift in the book o f fam e, 
Proudly sh all th y recorded nam e 
in la te r days be re a d .’ ” 
T he sam e correspondent ill a letter dated 
F ebruary 9tU, closes it by saying: 
“This 
m orning 1 noticed the departure of three 
or four of the canvas houses on the upper 
T>0At ol th e tow n, and also observe the ar­ 
rival of those two obnoxious individuals, 
‘F or Sale’ an d ‘To Let.’ 
B ut this decay 
has been anticipated by our m erchants, 
w ho rem em ber the injunction to 
“ ‘Gather the rose buds (slugs) while you may, 
Fur time is still a flying: 
A nd th e sam e flow er th a t bloom s to-day 
To-m orrow m ay be d ying.’ ” 
T he tow n declined as rapidly as it sprang 
into existence. 
T he Union of F ebruary 
16th 
said: 
“W c are inform ed by those 
who have recently passed through the de­ 
lightful village o f the ‘Elysian Fields,’ th at 
its condition is languid and m elancholy in 
th e extrem e. 
Its 
business 
m en, now 
greatly reduced in num bers, are observed 
napping cosily on the m erchandise in front 
of their stores, or strolling idly about town, 
w hile the m any team s and pack-trains, 
p ith w hich its trade was form erly delight­ 
ed, h u rry rapidly through th e streets and 
pass on to Sacram ento. 
To-day the river is not w hat it was in 
those tim es, ifs channel long since having 
tilled flush w ith sand from th e hydraulic 
m ines, and the high banks spoken of have 
long since 
disappeared. 
T he 
“ Elysian 
Fields” now form a portion o f th e broad 
acres of Jo h n Rooney.

M e m o r ia l A d d r e s s o n t h e D e a th o f a 
W e ll-K n o w n P io n e e r. 
T he Sacram ento Association of Califor­ 
n ia Pioneers has adopted the follow ing re­ 


port : 
. 
M r. P r e s id e n t : 
Y our com m ittee, to 
w hom was assigned the m elancholy duty 
of preparing a m em orial address on the 
death of our late brother, J . W . M arshall, 
beg leave to report— 
T hat his reputation is w orld-wide, con­ 
nected as his nam e is w ith the early his­ 
tory of th e discovery of gold in California. 
W e do not claim for brother M arshall 
th at he was a discoverer in the sam e sense 
as was Columbus. 
H e was never com­ 
pelled to kneel to royalty for th e poor 
privilege o f proving to" the w orld th at one 
could approach the jew elled east by going 
west, and he did not work out in his brain 
the northw estern problem in navigation, 
w hich opened to the civilization o f Europe 
and Asia a new world, destined to take the 
lead in future civilization. 
Nor was he a discoverer in the same 
sense as Leverrier, who, by his genius in 
m athem atics and close observation 
of 
planetary and com etarv bodies, w ith a ju st 
appreciation of th e forces of nature in the 
m otions of heavenly bodies, v.as able to 
point out th at an unknow n planet existed, 
and its place in th e heavens, thus adding 
to our discoveries another planet, which 
now bears his nam e. 
Nor did he add to our know n chem ical 
com pounds an unknow n explosive, or to 
our letters a new m ethod of com m unica­ 
tion. or to our m achinery an unknow n 
force. 
B ut he was a discoverer, notw ithstand­ 
ing, w hose additions to the know ledge of 
the w orld w rought m ore changes in affairs 
economic and political than is generally 
conceded to him . 
W e take no account o f any pigm y a t­ 
tem pt to rob him ol his laurels. 
Is the nam e Colum bus any less illustri­ 
ous 
because the N orthm en m ay 
have 
visited 
these 
shores before 
him , 
or 
because Y espucius w rote and published the 
first account of the condition of the New 
C ontinent, and gave it its nam e? 
Did Leverrier occupy any lower place in 
the niche of fame because lie divided his 
honors w ith La Place, and had Arago for 
his bosom friend and co-w orker? 
N either 
does the reputation of M arshall as a dis­ 
coverer sutler because some Indians had 
picked up th e shining, precious m etal in 
roving before him and sold 
it in the 
m arket, o r because som e obscure m iner 
had before applied to the Mexican Govern­ 
m ent for leave to work m ines never devel­ 
oped. 
O ur late B rother was born on the — day 
o f 
1812, in H ope tow nship, H unterdon 
county, New Jersey. 
Of his early life but 
little is know n, except th at he learned the 
trade o f w agon-m aking from his father. 
H is fram e was strong and sinewy, and he 
h ad by natu re a sturdy w ill and restless, 
roving disposition. 
Hw was a born pioneer, and could not 
content him seli w ith traveling in the foot­ 
steps of his father, 
llis first m ovem ent 
was to Crawfordsville. H is next to W arsaw. 
Illinois ; next, to P latt Purchase, near F ort 
Leavenw orth, in M issouri. From this place, 
in May, 1844, he started for California, with 
a train of one hundred wagons, and went 
to F o rt H all. 
In th e spring of 1845 he 
started for California by the way of Oregon, 
reaching Shasta in June, and reaching Sut­ 
ter's F ort in July, 1845. 
H ence his trade 
was of use m aking plows, spinning-w heels, 
m achinery, wagons, etc. 
Passing over the 
stirring tim es of the B ear Flag war (if we 
m ay use th at expression), ir. w hich Mar­ 
shall was an active participant, and the 
nom adic life our B rother led at S utter’s 
F o it, in th e spring of 1847, w itii an Indian 
interpreter furnished bv Captain Sutter, lie 
'tarted to explore the foothills to ra suitable 
location for a saw m ill, and finally selected 
a place at w hat is now called Colonia, 
w here the w ater-pow er was abundant and 
tim ber plentiful. 
He returned to Sutter's 
F o rt and induced them to join the enter­ 
prise. 
B y this contract, dated A ugust 19, LS47, 
S utter was to furnish capita:,W hilst M ar­ 
shall w as to be th e active p artner and m ill­ 
w right, w ith the understanding th at if the 
country 
becam e 
M exican, 
Sutter, 
a 
M exican 
citizen, 
should 
he 
ow ner; 
if A m erican, M arshall w as to own it for 
th e use of both ; and w ith Peter W inuner 
and six m ill hands, several wagons con­ 
taining provisions, tools, etc , thev started 
for Coloma and com m enced the m ill, con­ 
tinuing it until Jan u ary 19, 1848. 
In cutting the tail-raee, W im nier. w ith 
eighi or ten Indians, threw o ut th e larger 
bowlders, and by night the w ater was run 
through the race, sluicing aw ay the finer 
m aterials. 
Ja n u ary 19, 1848, M arshall, as was . bis 
w ont, after shutting dow n the gate, passed 
down the sluice to sec how it had washed 
d uring tiie night. 
At the lower end o f the 
race his practiced eve caught the color of 
gold in a nugget, w hich had lodged in 
a crevice or riffle of soft granite, som e 
six inches under wate~. 
H e knew the 
m alleable quality of gold, and then and 
there tested it betw een two stones. 
He was a practical m an, w ithout m uch 
enthusiasm . 
H e showed the nugget to his 
n?en, and continued work, but kept close 
wateh for m ore, collecting several ounces 
in a few days. 
A bout four days 
thereafter, M arshal! 
taking w ith him about three ounces, cam e 
to S utter’s F o rt and gave to th e world his 
discovery. 
T he very foundations of the 
eternal Sierras had been deeply inlaid with 
gold w hen they cam e from the hands of 
the A lm ighty. 
Gold had been set free by 
th e action of th e elem ents, and m ingled in 
m asses and coarse and fine dust w ith gravel 
ground, sm oothed and polished by giaciers 
am i deposited in river beds, ancient and 
m odern, anu distributed 
far and wide 
through the western slo p e? o f these m oun­ 
tains, 
B ut the deer, tiie bear anil the w ild In ­ 
dian roam ed over all unheeding; huge 
conifers interlaced their roots w ith the oak, 
form ing a netw ork and hiding the aurifer­ 
ous deposits from sight. 
B rother M arshall, w ith his energy in 
advance of his tim e w hilst draw ing the 
plow share of civilization into those m oun­ 
tain gorges, opened up those treasures to 
the nation. 
T rue, lie “ builded better than he knew: ' 
so did W ashington and the other fathers of 
our republic. 
B ut the results of his dis­ 
covery were none the less fruitful. 
It tqpk 
the year 184S to verify the m agnitude ot 
liis discovery. B ut th en u m b e r o f ounces of 
th e precious m etal, sold in the public m arts 
by the hardy m iners, satisfied the m ost 
skeptical. W hole bodies of m en in villages 
becam e feverish 
w ith 
excitem ent, and 
rushed for th e m ines. Ships in harbor 
could n ot retain th eir seam en, and m ust 
lie idle at their anchorage. 
T he fever 
spread E ast—com panies were form ed and 
ships bought to be laden w ith adventurers 
for California. 
New channels w ere opened 
for transportation, and pilgrim s crowded 
th e 
thoroughfares 
to 
th e 
land 
of 
gold. 
As 1849 approached tiie 
Eastern 
w orld prepared to send their, delegation. 
Cows, oxen and m ules w ere pressed into 
service, and th e spring found long lines of 
team s en route for California through the 
South l ’ass, and the great S ajt Lake basin. 
T hrough M exico and Oregon an enterpris­ 
ing population poured into California in 
search of fortune, and thus w as founded 
th is em pire of the Pacific whose gold, 
poured into the circulation of the world, 
has done so m uch to civilize the world, t. 
preserve our nation intact an.l to enrich 
m en. 
W ho shall say th at M arshall, in the his­ 
tory of our country, is insignificant? 
H is 
discovery did m ore to build up this State 
than we can conceive. 
H e set the ti :e of 
im m igration flowing h ith e r. 
The men 
who 
cam e 
were 
the 
strong 
and 
hc-a’ithy 
in 
body 
and 
m ind. 
The 
w eak ’ an d 
sickly 
fell 
by 
the 
wayside. 
M arshall took a front position 
even w ithout th e stim ulant of a golden 
stream , quick and violent. We, as pioneers, 
know how to honor him . and we all are 
w illing to take an hum bler place in the 
rear of the great procession m oving forward 
to m ake our nation great, and give to our 
E m f f c on th is western slope of our conti­ 
nent a bright, glowing future, glorious and 
everlasting. 
W e recom m end th at the Secretary pro­ 
pose the follow ing resolution : 
T hat our Society regard B rother M ar­ 
shall as the pioneer of Pioneers, as to his 
discovery in a great m easure is to be cred­ 
ited our residence here. 
W e cherish his 
m em ory in our hearts, honoring him as the 
im m ediate cause of the great prosperity of 
this State, and we feel our Society honored 
by his m em bership.

CRITICISING THE CRITIC. 


T h e R e la tio n B e tw e e n B e a u ty in S tr u c t­ 
u r e a n ti in A c tio n —T h e M a g ic S q u a re . 


E ds. R ecoed-U nion : 
I had the pleasure 
on W ednesday evening last 9f attending the 


regular m onthly m eeting of th e California 
M useum Association at the Crocker A rt 
G allery. 
O ne of the m ost pleasing exer­ 
cises of the evening was a sort of conversa­ 
tional address by George Chainey, a visitor, 
upon w hat he term ed “ T he principles of 
art as applied to physical culture,” and, as 
I understood him to say, according to the 
discoveries and m ethods o f Delsarte, 
a 
F renchm an. 
I should rath er say th at his 
discourse m ight m ore correctly have been 
designated an inquiry into m odes of expres­ 
sion in nature, witli a view to their em bodi­ 
m ent in art, and their application to physi­ 
cal culture. 
But, w ithout w asting tim e 
and type in discussing a title, perm it m e to 
criticise (not necessarily adversely) the 
matter of the discourse. 
Let m e say, how ­ 
ever, that in thus presum ing to criticise an 
evidently carefully 
studied and highly 
elaborated system , founded upon w iiat tiie 
originator has fondly im agined to be the 
“ alphabet of art,” 
I am conscious that 
some friend of a quoting turn m ight m u r­ 
m u r : 
Fools ru sh in, w here angels fear to tread. 
N e v e r th e le s s : 
S till I am c all'd . 
U nhand m e. g n tle m c u . 
By h eav en I ’ll m ake a ghost o f ----- 
You know the rest. 
It was claim ed—if 
1 am not m istaken—for Delsarte, th at he 
discovered the principles that/orn» modifies 
function, and, reciprocally,that function m o­ 
difies form; hence, that a beautifully-form ed 
body causes or compels—so to speak— 
beautiful living ; and, conversely, th at cor­ 
rect and beautiful actions—living—canses 
a beautiful body. T h etru th here embodied 
is unquestionable; but it w ould be m ore 
precisely, as well as m ore universally ex­ 
pressed, by saying th at structure and func­ 
tion arc necessarily correlated. 
T he propo­ 
sition adm its of d'-inoustration ap an from 
any particular species or exam ple; for 
inasm uch us the difiercnccs of things m ust 
he differences of structure—m a k e u p ; and 
as wc only know things by th eir eflects on 
our consciousness—that is, by their func­ 
tions or perform ances, it follows th a t if 
structure and function be not rigorously 
correlative, we eanuot know things, nor 
distinguish between them —w hich is an 
absurdity. 
Now, inasm uch as form is one 
of the elem ents o f structure, it follows that 
beauty of form implies beauty of action, and 
reciprocally. 
How then is beauty of person to bo ob­ 
tained by endeavor, o r volifhtary effort? 
C ertainly not by subjecting our persons to 
physical pressure of a kind to elevate this 
part, and depress that; to dim inish here, 
and there to augm ent. 
It m ust be by 
physiological and psychological processes, 
if a t all. 
A nd here th e Delsurte m ethod— 
w hatever m ay he its proprieties or errors 
of detail, of w hich I have not yet had an 
opportunity to judge—is doubtless in the 
right direction. 
By a careful ¡study of the 
effect of this or th at state of consciousness 
—w hether, in o rd in ary phrase, intellectual, 
em otional, o r purposive; w hether passive 
or active—upon the body, in the way of 
m uscular m ovem ents; and by system atic 
and persistent im itation of these m ove­ 
m ents we símil inevitably accom plish, in 
two ways, a greater or less approxim ation 
to the end sought. A nd this, as 1 under­ 
s ta n d s is, the purpose of this gentlem an, 
whose rem arks 1 speak of, to incite his 
hearers to attem pt. 
W hen I come to speak of the “ magic 
square” of Delsarte. however, w hich, w ith 
the passion for system s so strong in certain 
races, he introduces a“ the foundation or 
chart of his m ethod, i cannot pronounce so 
accordantly. 
N ot to d o m ore than m ention 
his fanciful assignm ent of colors as corre­ 
spondences to w hat he calls the trinity in 
m an, viz., blue to the intellect, yellow (!) 
to th e m oral, and red to the p h y sic al; nor 
to do m ore than elevate th e eyebrows at 
his term s, eccentric and accentric, as desig­ 
nating respectively centrifugal and centri­ 
petal m otions or ten d en cies; 
1 w ould 
dwell a m om ent on one or tw o of th e ab­ 
surdities into w hich the desire for sym m e­ 
try and system , together w ith a loose appre­ 
ciation of the value o f words, has led him . 
If m y m em ory serves m e aright, in the sub­ 
square (of w hich there are nine in the 
m agic square) devoted to the m oral-physi­ 
cal state, he places tem perance as th e single 
quality, w hile purity is given as th e douhlo 
or intensified quality. 
B ut the central idea 
ot tem perance is " m ixture,’ 
w hile the 
central idea of purity is the reverse, viz., 
freedom from adm ixture! singleness, sim ­ 
plicity of com position, so to speak. 
The 
term s, therefore, instead of being degrees, 
or m odifications of each other, are antag­ 
onistic. 
, 
It m ay be, however, th at in this, his uni­ 
versal o r fundam enta! chart, lie lias been 
betrayed into using 'th e words in their 
special and very partial signification : tem ­ 
perance, as abstinence from this or that of 
food or d rin k ; and purity, as related to 
chastity, m onogam y.
